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Probably no person is aware of the difficulties and perplexi- 
ties of collecting and arranging the genealogy of a large 
family, but those who have tried it. Many families keep no 
records, many others have but a few fragments, while in other 
cases we find a list of names but no dates, and in some few 
instances dates of birth are purposely withheld. • Added to 
this is the fact that but few men are found who take much 
interest in genealogical researches, unless the possession of 
some great estate is in prospect, and hence many inquiries are 
made, and many letters written, which are never answered. 

The author of the work here presented to the members of 
the Grreenleaf Family has experienced all these difficulties in 
the prosecution of his work ; still, while he has to regret many 
imperfections, he is surprised and gratified that he has been 
enabled to collect so great an amount of reliable information 
respecting the several branches of a family, scattered over the 
country for the space of more than two hundred years. 

It will no doubt be seen by those who look critically, that 
many families are but partially sketched ; some errors both in 
fact and date may be detected ; and omissions may be found. 
Still, as a whole, the work may be relied on as substantially

correct. No pains have been spared to make it so. Perfect ac- 
curacy in a work like this can hardly be expected. An apology 
should perhaps be made to those who received a specimen-sheet 
in August last, and subscribed in consequence. It was then 
proposed to arrange the names on fourteen large charts, adding 
the notes in a pamphlet. But it was soon found that this plan 
involved an expense which the subscription would not meet. 
It therefore became necessary either to change the plan or 
abandon the publication, as it could not be expected that any 
would purchase the book except members of the family. The 
change was accordingly made, and instead of fourteen large 
charts, as first proposed, the names are arranged on about forty 
charts of a smaller size, making the whole into a convenient 
and portable octavo volume. The change is believed to be a 
decided improvement. 

There has been an unavoidable delay in the publication, owing 
to the fact that at one of the severe fires in New York, during 
the past winter, nearly one half of the copy, then in the 
printer's hands, and partly in type, was entirely destroyed, 
and the loss has been with difficulty supplied ; and should any 
confusion appear in the arrangement, it may be attributed to 
this. 

The author will thankfully receive any corrections which can 
be made, and any additional information which may be given, 
intending to preserve and record every thing of the kind for 
the benefit of posterity, should it ever be needed.

NOTES. 

Chart No. I. — Note 1. From all that can be gathered, it 
is believed that the ancestors of the Grreenleaf family were 
Huguenots, who left France on account of their religious 
principles, sometime in the course of the sixteenth century, and 
settled in England. The name was, probably, translated from 
the French Fuillevert, Edmund Grreenleaf, who is named in 
the Chart as the common ancestor, was born in the parish of 
Brixham, and county of Devonshire, near Torbay, in England, 
about the year 1600. He married Sarah Dole, and had several 
children born in England. In the year 1635 he came to 
America with his family, and settled in Newbury, Mass. He 
lived near " Old Town Bridge," where for some years he kept 
a tavern. He was by trade a silk-dyer. About the year 1650 
he removed to Boston, where he buried his wife, and afterwards 
married a Widow Hill, who had several children by a former 
husband. This marriage was rather an unhappy one. In the 
early part of 1671, Mr. Grreenleaf died. His will, a very 
curious document, written, as is supposed, by himself, was 
proved February 12, 1671, and is recorded in the Probate 
Records in Boston, in the volume for 1669 to 1674, page 112. 
The following is a copy, the orthography being corrected : — 
** In the name of Grod, amen. The two-and-twentieth day of 
December, sixteen hundred sixty-eight, I, Edmund Grreenleaf, 
being mindful of my own mortality and certainty of death, 
and uncertainty of the same, and being desirous to settle things 
in order, being now in good health and perfect memory, do 
make, appoint and ordain this to be my last will and testament, 
in manner and form following : that is to say — first, and prin- 
cipally, I give and bequeath my soul into the hands of my

blessed Redeemer, the Lord Jesus, who hath died and gave 
himself for me, and his blood cleanseth from all sin, and through 
his righteousness I do only look for justification and salvation; 
and do commit my mortal body, after this life is ended, into 
the dust from whence it was taken, there to be preserved by 
the power and faithfulness of my Redeemer, Jesus Christ, until 
the resurrection of the just, and then to be raised up by the 
same power to immortality and life, where I shall see him as 
he is, and shall ever be with him ; and in this faith and hope 
I desire, through his grace and assistance, to live and die, and 
at last to be found of him in peace. 

*' Nextly, my will is, being according to Grod's will revealed 
in his word, that we must pay what we owe and live of the 
rest, unto whose rule the sons of men ought to frame their 
wills and actions; therefore, my mind and will is, that my 
debts shall be truly and justly paid to every man to whom I 
shall be indebted, by my executors hereafter named. 

"And first I do revoke, renounce, frustrate and make void 
all wills by me formerly made ; and I declare and appoint this 
to be my last will and testament. • 

" Imprimis — I give unto my son Stephen Grreenleaf, and to 
my daughter Browne, widow, and to my daughter Coffin, to 
each of them twenty shillings apiece. Item — I give unto my 
grandchild Elizabeth Hilton, ten pounds. Item — I give unto 
my grandchild Enoch Grreenleaf, five pounds. 

"Item — I give unto my grandchild Sarah Winslow, five 
pounds, if her father pay me the four pounds he oweth me. 

" Item — I give unto my eldest son's son, James Grreenleaf, 
twenty shillings ; and after my funeral expenses, debts and 
legacies are discharged, I give and bequeath the rest of my 
estate unto my son Stephen Grreenleaf, and to my daughter 
Elizabeth Browne, and to my daughter Judith Coffin, equally 
to be divided amongst them and their children. And further, 
I desire and appoint my son Stephen Grreenleaf and Tristram 
Coffin the executors of this my will, to see it executed and 
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affirmed as near as they can ; and I further entreat ray cousin 
Thomas Moon, mariner, to see to tbe performanoe of this my 
will. 

" In witness whereof I have hereunto set my hand and seal, 
this twenty-fifth day of December, 1668.

The inventory of Mr. Grreenleafs estate, which was appended 
to the will, amounted to £131 5s. 9d» 

The following paper is also recorded in the Probate Records, 
appended to the will, as, probably, assigning the reason why 
the name of his second wifp, who appears to have outlived 
him, was not mentioned : 

'* When I married my wife, I kept her grandchild, as I best 
remember, 'three years to schooling, diet and apparel ; and 
William Hill, her son, had a bond of six pounds a year, whereof 
I received no more than a barrel of pork of d£3 of that 
d£6 a year he was to pay me, and sent to her son Ignatius^ 
Hill, to the Barbadoes, in mackerel, cider, and bread and pease, 
as much as come to twenty pounds, and never received one 
penny of it. His aunt gave to the three brothers £50 apiece — 
I know not whether thev received it or no : but I have not 
received any part of it. 

** Witness my hand, Edmund Gtreenleaf." 

** Besides, when I married my wife, she brought me a silver 
bowl, a silver porringer, and a silver spoon. She lent or gave 
them to her son, James Hill, without my consent."

The number of children born to Edmund G-reenleaf is not 
certainly known at this day. He mentions in his will three, 
viz. : Stephen, Elizabeth and Judith. These, probably, were 
all who survived their father. But he mentions in his will 
four grandchildren, the heirs, probably, of four children de- 
ceased, viz. : Elizabeth Hilton, Enoch Grreenleaf, Sarah Wins- 
low, and James Grreenleaf, whom he calls his "eldest son's 
son." But Stephen &reenleaf had no son named either Enoch 
or James, and hence he must have had an older brother, and 
perhaps two, but we know nothing further of them. 

Note 2. — Judith Greenleaf was the eldest daughter of 
Edmund Grreenleaf of whom we have any account. She was 
born in England about the year 1628, and in 1644, at the age 
of sixteen, was married to Henry Somerby, of Newbury, a 
tailor, by whom she had four children. Mr. Somerby died in 
1652, and on March 2, in the following year, Mrs. Somerby 
married Tristram Coffin, Jr., who had been an apprentice to her 
first husband. By this marriage she had eleven children, who 
are the ancestors of the Coffins in New England. 

Mrs. Coffin died at Newbury, December 15, 1705. 

Note 3. — Stephen Greenleaf was the only son of Edmund, 
the common ancestor, of whom we have any account. He 
was born in England, in 1630, and at the age of five years 
<5ame to America with his father. He resided in Newbury 
until his death. In 1651 he married Elizabeth Coffin, the 
daughter of Tristram Coffin, Sen., by whom he had ten child- 
ren. His wife died November 19, 1678, and in March follow- 
ing he married Mrs. Esther Swett. He was a captain of 
militia, and as such went to Cape Breton, in the Indian wars, 
and was there wrecked in a vessel and drowned, in company 
with nine others, on December 1, 1690, at the age of sixty 
years. His second wife outlived him, dying in Newbury, Jan- 
uary 16, 1718, aged 89. Mr. Greenleaf was a religious man, 
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a member of the First Congregational Church in Newbury, 
to which he was admitted December 6, 1674. 

Note 4. — Elizabeth Greenleaf was the daughter of Edmund 
Grreenleaf, and sister of Stephen, before named. In 1642 she 
married Giles Badger, and had one son, John, born June 30, 
1643. This John was twice married ; by his second wife, 
Hannah Swett, he had a son, Nathaniel, who removed to Nor- 
wich, Conn., and is the ancestor of Rev. Milton Badger, D.D., 
Cor. Sec. of the Am. Home Miss. Soc. Griles Badger died July 
10, 1647, and on February 16, 1648, his widow was married 
to Richard Browne, by whom she had five children, and was 
again left a widow in 1661, and as such is mentioned in her 
father's will as his ^'daughter Browne, widow." She resided 
in Newbury. 

Note 5. — Stephen Grreenleaf was the eldest son of Stephen, 
Sen., and Elizabeth Coffin, his wife. He was born in Newbury, 
August 15, 1652. He was a man very famous in his day, and 
is usually distinguished in the records of Newbury as " Capt. 
Stephen." He was much distinguished in the Indian wars, 
and is mentioned in " Mather's Magnalia," as commanding a 
company in the celebrated battle with the French and Indians 
at Wells, in Maine, in 1690. For several years he was the 
representative of Newbury in the G-eneral Court, and in 1689 
was the Agent of the State to treat with the Indians at Pen- 
nicook. On October 23, 1676, he was married to Elizabeth 
Grerrish, the daughter of Capt. William Grerrish, by whom he 
had ten children. He died at Newbury, September 30, 1743, 
at the advanced age of ninety-one years. Of his ten children, 
two were daughters and eight were sons. His eldest child, 
Elizabeth, married Henry Clark, and the other daughter, 
Sarah, married a Mr. Kent. Both resided in Newbury. Of 
the sons, a first Stephen and William died in infancy. Of the 
three youngest, John, Benjamin and Moses*, nothing is now 
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known. Of the remaining three, viz. : Daniel, Joseph and a 
second Stephen, see the three following notes. 

Note 6. — Rev. Daniel Greenleaf was the eldest son of Capt. 
Stephen G-reenleaf, and was born in Newbury, February 10, 
1680. He was graduated at Harvard College, in 1699, and 
for about six years practised medicine in Cambridge, where he 
married Elizabeth G-ookin^, in 1701, by whom he had thirteen 
children. About the year 1706 he commenced preaching, and 
in 1708 was ordained pastor of the Congregational churoh in 
Yarmouth, Mass., where he remained nearly twenty years. 
Some difficulties then arising, he resigned his charge in 1727, 
and removed to Boston, and opened an apothecary's shop ii^ 
what is now Washington street, between Court street and 
Cornhill, very near what is now Crocker & Brewster's book- 
store. Mere he resided until his death, which took place 
suddenly in 17o3^ at the age of eighty-three years. He was 
buried near the " stone chapel," in Tremont street. For his 
descendants, see Charts from IV. to XX. inclusive, and Notes 7 
and 8, and from 26 to 80. 

Note 7. — Joseph Greenleaf, the second son of Stephen, Jun., 
who lived to marry, was born April 12, 1686. (See Chart II.) 

He resided in Newbury, where he married Thoraasine , by 

whom he had seven children. (See Chart XXI.) Of the three 
eldest nothing is known. Joseph, Jun., the second son, resided 
in Newbury. Stephen, the third son, married Mary Davis, of 
Gloucester, Mass., where he resided, and where some of his 
descendants are still living. Mayo, the youngest son of Joseph, 
Sen., resided in Newbury. He had three children. (See Chart 
XXII. ;) of two of these nothing is known. His second son, 

Abel, married Catharine , and had seven children^ (See 

Chart XXU.) 

Joseph Greenleaf, Jun., the second son of Joseph, Sen., mar- 
ried Mary . He resided in Newbury, and had four sons 
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and one daughter. (See Chart XXI.) Of the daughter and the 
second son, Thomas, nothing is known. The third son, Ben- 
jamin, married Thomasine Davis, and resided in Gloucester, 
Mass. He had two children — perhaps more. The youngest 
son was Stephen. He married Anna Worthington, and had 
three sons and one daughter. (See Chart XXH.) Nothing is 
known of his children except John, the eldest, who was born 
about 1780. He married Ann Evans, and resided in Lancas- 
ter county, Penn. He had nine children, six sons and three 
daughters, all born in Lancaster county, 'four of whom have 
deceased. For those living now, (1854,) see Chart XXII. 
Nothing definite is known of these except the eldest son, John, 
who married Hannah Chamberlain, Jan. 10, 1837, and had a 
son born in 1838, and a daughter born in 1842. He resides 
in Columbus, Ohio. Joseph Grreenleaf, 3d, was the eldest son 

of Joseph, Jun. He married Mercy , and had three 

children. (See Chart XXI.) He resided in Newbury. 

Note 8. — Stephen G-reenleaf, the son of **Capt. Stephen,^* 
and brother of the foregoing, was born at Newbury, Oct. 21, 
1690. He married Mary Mackcres, about the year 1712, and 
resided for a time in Newbury, where he had four sons, Enoch, 
Richard, Samuel and Ebenezer. About the year 1720, he 
removed to Woolwich, in the State of Maine, where he had 
other children. He died at Woolwich in 1771. His son 
Samuel married Hephzibah Preble, of York, Me., and they 
had seven children. He died at Westport, Me., in 1792. His 
eldest son was Stephen, who was born in 1747, and married 
Mary Knight of Scarborough, Me., by whom he had eleven 
children. Stephen resided in Westport, where he died in 1813. 
Of the four eldest children of Stephen, the son of Samuel, little 
is known. The eldest was Nathaniel, born May, 1770, and 
married Patience Sheldon in 1796. The second was Sarah, 
born 1772, married John Dunton in 1793. The third was 
Mary, born 1774^ and married to Thomas Parsons. The fourth 
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was Stephen, born 1775, who married widow Mary Knight in 
1819, and died in 1835. Westbrook was the fifth child, born 
in 1778, and is now living (1854) at Westport, Lincoln county, 
Maine. He has been twice married, first to Mary Dunton, in 
1800, and second to Ruth B. Harriman, in 1828. He has ten 
children. (See Chart XXIV.) Of these, Abigail married Silas 
Lewis, in 1821 ; Mary married James McCarty, in 1825, and 
died in 1828 ; Westbrook, Jun., married Emeline Clifibrd in 
1830 ; Austin married Eliza A. Tibbets in 1836 ; Mercy married 
David Shattuck in 1835 ; Daniel married Antoinette Clifford 
in 1845 ; and Eliza married Nathaniel Nelson in 1837. The 
most of these reside in Westport. — Olive Grreenleaf, the daughter 
of Stephen, and sister of Westbrook, married Captain Jotham 
Parsons, of Brooklyn, N. Y., on September 11, 1808. Rev. 
E. Gr. Parsons, once of Freeport, Me., and now of Derry, 
N. H., and Rev. B. F. Parsons, once of Wisconsin, and now of 
Dover, N. H., are her sons, and the wife of Rev. S. H. Shepley 
IS her daughter. Thankful Grreenleaf, the youngest sister of 
Mrs. Parsons, married Thomas Hodgdon in 1811. 

Ebenezer Grreenleaf, the youngest child of Stephen, of Wool- 
wich, was born in June, 1791, and resides at Westport. He 
married Abigail Hodgdon in April, 1816, and has had ten 
children. (See Chart XXIV.) Four of his daughters are 
married, viz.: Susan, to John McNear, in 1843; Sophia, to 
Greorge Shaw, in 1844 ; Mary A., to Lewis Wright, in 1846 ; 
and Emeline P., to James R. Jewett. 

Stephen Greenleaf, who, as stated above, removed from New- 
bury to Woolwich about the year 1720, with his family, had 
several children after that date, who settled in that part of 
Lincoln county, and several of their descendants, as it is con- 
fidently believed, are now living in the towns of Starks and 
Mercer, in Somerset county, Maine. John Greenleaf removed 
from Wiscasset, or that vicinity, to what is now the town of 
Starks, then but a wilderness,, in the year 1778, being then but 
fibout 25 years of age. Here he lived, and died ^ about the year 
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1843, at the age of 90. Joseph, a brother to John, settled at 
Starks about the same time, and died there some years since. 
Ebenezer, another brother, came soon after, and died in Starks> 
about the year 1822. Daniel, a son of his, died there about 
1851. 

William Grreenleaf, a cousin to John and Joseph, came from 
the county of Lincoln about the year 1810, and settled in 
Starks ; and Joshua, a brother of his, settled in Mercer, earlier. 
All these had large families, and among them are many enter- 
prising and business-like men, now residing in Starks and 
Mercer. The exact pedigree of these families has not been 
ascertained. William Grreenleaf, Esq., of Squam Island, is also 
of this family. 

Note 9. — John Greenleaf was the second son of Stephen 
Greenleaf, Sen., and Elizabeth Coffin bis wife, who lived to 
marry, and was born at Newbury, June 21, 1662, and resided 
in Newbury until his death. He was twice married, first to 
Elizabeth Hills, and second to Mrs. Lydia Pierce, the widow 
of Benjamin Pierce, Esq., and sister of Major Charles Frost, of 
Kittery, Me. By his first marriage he had ten children, six 
sons and four daughters. He was admitted to the First Con- 
gregational Church in Newbury, with his first wife, on Jan. 
31, 1696. Mr. Greenleaf died May 24, 1734, at the age of 72. 
His second wife survived him, dying May 13th, 1762, aged 78. 
He was buried near the north corner of the " Old town" meet- 
ing-house. The present house of worship occupying that 
site, probably covers the grave. See Notes from 9 to 16, and 
from 81 to 93. 

Note 10. — The three eldest children of John Grreenleaf, Sen., 
were daughters, viz. : Elizabeth, Jane and Judith. Judith died 
in infancy, and of Elizabeth and Jane nothing is known. He 
had another daughter, Martha, born in 1699, who married a 
Mr. Grage, of Newbury. For the descend'ants of John Grreen- 
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leaf, Sen., in the line of his six sons, see Charts No. XXIV. to 
XXXVIII. inclusive. 

Note 11. — Daniel Greenleaf, the eldest son of John, Sen., 
resided in Newbury. He followed the sea, and was drowned on 
Newbury bar in January or February, 1729. He married Mary 
Moody, and had buried three young children before his death, 
leaving four when he died : two sons, David and Jonathan, 
and two daughters — Elizabeth, who married Moses Pearson, of 
Byefield, and Sarah, who married Isaac Johnson. His wife 
had a daughter born a few months after his death, who died in 
infancy. 

Note 12. — There were three John Greenleafs living in New- 
bury at the same time, viz.: John, Sen., the son of Stephen, 
Sen. ; John, Jun., the son of Samuel and nephew of John, Sen., 
and John, 3d, the son of John. Sen., and they are thus dis- 
tinguished in the Newbury records. John, Sen., is some- 
times called "Quartermaster John." The descendants of 
John Greenleaf, Jun., may be seen on Charts No. XXX. to 
XXXIII., and those of John Greenleaf, 3d, on Chart No. 
XXVIII. 

Note 13. — Parker Greenleaf, the son of John, Sen., resided 
in Newbury, and had two children, both daughters, and the 
family name is extinct in that line. 

Note 14. — Samuel Greenleaf, the son of John, Sen., married 
Elizabeth Kingsbury ; he resided in Newbury, and had two 
children, viz. : Margery, born Sept. 6, 1725 ; she married a 
Mr. Lunt, of Portsmouth, N. H., and was an eminently pious 
woman ; and Samuel, born Sept. 8, 1727. He resided in New- 
bury, where he died, April 23, 1793, at the age of 66. He 
had eight children, seven of them being daughters. His only 
son, Samuel, died at sea, unmarried, and the family name is 
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extinct in this line. Of his daughters, Anna, the eldest child, 
married Capt. Green Pearson, of Newbury ; Sarah was deaf 
and dumb, but very intelligent. She died unmarried, Deo. 26, 
1824. Margery married, first. Capt. Roberts, and second, P. 
Rousseau of Newburyport. Elizabeth married William Par- 
sons of Boston. Mary married Mr. Sigourney of Boston. 
Jerusha married Rev. Pearson Thurston, who was settled at 
Somerworth, N. H., and afterwards at St. Johnsbury, Vt., and 
Judith, who married Enoch Saw3^er of Newbury, (Belville.) 

Note 15. — Benjamin Greenleaf, the son of John, Sen., re- 
sided in Newburyport, where he died at the age of 82, on July 
4, 1783. He was twice married, first to Anne Hale and 
second to Abigail Moody. By his first marriage he had one 
daughter, Susanna, who married Timothy Greenleaf, her 
second cousin, the son of John, Sen. (See note 12.) By the 
second marriage he had six children, viz. : Anne, who married 
Matthew Perkins of Newburyport ; Judith, who died unmarried 
at the age of .66 ; Ebenezer ; Abel, who died unmarried at the 
age of 66 ; Elizabeth, who died unmarried at the age of 68, and 
Jane, who married Capt. William Coombs, of Newburyport. 
The two unmarried sisters, familiarly known as " aunt Judy 
and aunt Betty," and the bachelor brother, known as ''uncle 
Abel," made one family, who are well remembered in New- 
buryport. They died within a few years of each other, Judith 
in 1796, Abel in 1799, and Elizabeth in 1805. 

Ebenezer, the eldest son of Benjamin Greenleaf, married 
Hannah Titcomb, and had five children. Two died single. 
His eldest daughter, Eunice, married Bejamin Chadbourn, 
of South Berwick, Me., and Hannah, the younger, mar- 
ried Jacob Perkins of Newburyport. The son who lived 
to maturity was Ebenezer. He married his cousin, Jane 
Coombs, and had two children: William' Coombs, born 
Oct. 8, 1797, and Mary Coombs, born Jan. 31, 1800. The 
son, William C, was a Presbyterian minister. He married 
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Clara P. Grreenleaf, a distant relative, and died of the cholera 
at Springfield, Illinois, July 22, 1851. He had no children. 
His sister is still living, single. Mrs. Jane Grreenleaf, the wife 
Ebenezer Greenleaf, and daughter of Capt. Coombs, was a 
woman of remarkable piety, and widely known in the religious 
world. She outlived her husband nearly twenty years, dying 
at the age of 85, May 15, 1851. An interesting memoir of 
her life has been published, written by her daughter. 

Note 16. — Stephen Greenleaf, the youngest child of John, 
Sen., married Eunice Wallis of Boston. He resided there, 
living in what is now Washington street, (then Newbury 
street,) a little south of the "Lamb Tavern," where he died 
Deo. 22, 1765, aged 61. His remains lie in the tomb of Mr. 
Wallis, near the north corner of Park Street Church. He had 
eleven children : six of the number died unmarried, and most 
of them in infancy : one daughter, Elizabeth, lived unmarried 
to the age of 87, and died in 1826. Of the five children who 
married, Thomas married the widow Harris, whose son by her 
first marriage was the Rev. Dr. Harris of Dorchester, but she 
left no child by Mr. Grreenleaf. Stephen, the second son, mar- 
ried the widow Soley, of Boston, and had one son, who died un- 
married. John, the other son, who married, resided in Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and was engaged in running the first stage from 
Boston to Portsmouth. He had one son, Stephen, who died in 
Boston unmarried, at the age of 32. Thus the name of 
Greenleaf is extinct in this branch of the family. The two 
daughters of Stephen Grreenleaf who married, were Eunice 
and Mary, Eunice married Samuel Franklin, of Boston, and 
died there June 12, 1787. She left a daughter, Hannah, 
who married Samuel Emmons, of Boston. They resided in 
Elliot street. Mrs. Emmons died there in Dec, 1840, aged 83. 
Mary married John Roulstone, of Boston, and died in 1798. 
She buried four children young, and left four daughters, viz. : 
Elizabeth Grreenleaf, who married John Andrews ; Ruth, who 
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married John Grray ; Jane Patterson, who married Paul 
Pritchard, and Eunice Wallis, who married Samuel Brown- 
ing. 

Notes 17 and 18. — Samuel Greenleaf was the third son of 
Stephen Greenleaf, Sen., who lived to maturity. He married 
Sarah Kent, and resided in Newbury, where he died Aug. 6, 
1694, at the age of 29. He left three sons and one daughter. 
Nothing dej&nite is now known of these children, except of the 
second son, " John, Jun.," (see Note 12,) who was born Oct. 
3, 1688, and died in 1778. He resided in Newbury, where he 

married Abigail , and had. six children. He was by 

trade a ship-blacksmith, a business which has been followed by 
many of his descendants. 

Joshua Greenleaf, the eldest son of John, Jun., married 
Judith Moody, and had seven children. His wife died May 
20, 1763, and he afterwards married the widow of Stephen 
Kent, who also died before him. Mr. Greenleaf lived to be 
nearly 90 years of ^ge, but was very decrepit, using crutches 
for several years. Four of the children of Joshua Greenleaf, 
Sen., lived to maturity, viz. : Judith, who married Moses Kent, 
and Abigail, who married Capt. Philip Aubin. Both resided 
in Newbury port. The sons, Abner and John, resided also in 
Newburyport. Abner Greenleaf, Sen., the son of Joshua, Sen., 
was thrice married : first to Miss Dole of Newburyport ; second 
to Elizabeth Milk, the daughter of Deacon James Milk of 
Portland, Me., and third to Anna Beck, the daughter of Dea- 
con Beck of Newburyport. His third wife survived him for 
several years, dying Feb. 15, 1818, at the age of 74. Mr. 
Greenleaf had one child by his first wife, and eleven by the 
second. Seven of the number died in infancy. His eldest son, 
Samuel, settled himself in Plymouth, N. H., where he died in 
1815, leaving five children, viz.: Abigail, who has deceased; 
James, who was married but died without issue ; Philip, who 
has deceased, leaving one son, Lewis, who resides in Salisbury, 
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Mass.; John, who resides in Cambridge, Mass., and Catharine, 
who resides in Plymouth, and is single. Joshua Grreenleaf, 
Jun., the second son of Abner, Sen., had six children who 
lived to maturity, of whom two only are now living, viz. : 
Eliza Ann and Rufus. The others were married, but are not 
known to have left children. 

Abner Greenleaf, Jun., the youngest son of Abner, Sen., 
was twice married, and has had twelve children, all by the 
second wife. He resides in Portsmouth, N. H., where he car- 
ried on the business of a coppersmith for many years. For 
several years he held the office of postmaster in that town, 
and was its first mayor under the city charter. Of his twelve 
children, three died in infancy, one in childhood, and another, 
a daughter, unmarried, at the age of 23. Four sons are mar- 
ried, viz. : Albert, who was bred a printer, but is now em- 
ployed in the General Land Office in Washington. He has 
two sons, Albert William and Florence. Franklin, the second 
son of Abner of Portsmouth, is a bookbinder. He resides in 
Brooklyn, N. Y., and has three daughters, viz. : Isabella, G-er- 
aldine, and Sarah Lavinia. Abner, the third son, was bred a 
printer, and for several years was publisher of the New Hamp- 
shire Gazette, at Portsmouth. He now resides in Brooklyn, 
and has one daughter, Idela, born Jan. 1, 1838. James Fa- 
bins, another son of Abner of Portsmouth, is married, and re- 
sides in Brooklyn. The others are unmarried. 

John Greenleaf, the son of Joshua, Sen., and brother of 
Abner, Sen., resided in Newburyport, and had seven children. 
Jacob, the eldest, was a shipmaster, and resided at New- 
bury, (Belville,) where he died in 1840, leaving no child ; John, 
the second son, died at sea. He was not married. Esther and 
Elizabeth were both married to John Flanders of Newbury- 
port, for his first and second wives ; the younger being first 
married, and the elder having had another husband previously. 
Isaac Hall, the youngest son of John Greenleaf, died at sea, 
unmarried, and Lydia, the youngest daughter, married Green 
Johnson. The family name is extinct in this branch. 
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Elizabeth, the youngest daughter of Joshua, Sen., and sister 
of Abner and John, above named, married James Little of 
Campton, N. H., where she died in 1817, leaving a son, who 
died yoiing, and five daughters. 

The several families springing from John G-reenleaf, Jun,, 
the son of Samuel, may be seen on Charts from XXX. to 

XXXIII. inclusive. See also Note 94. 

Note 19. — Tristram Greenleaf, the son of Stephen, Sen., re- 
sided at Newbury, where he died in 1740. He had his name 
from Tristram Coffin, his maternal grandfather. He married 
Margaret Piper, on November 12, 1689, and had ten children, 
several of whom died in infancy, and of some others nothing 
is now known. Three sons were married, and raised up fami- 
lies, viz: Nathaniel, Edmund, and Tristram, Jun. (See Charts 

XXXIV. to XXXVII., and Notes 20, 21, and 22. 

Note 20, — Nathaniel G-reenleaf was the eldest son of Tris- 
tram, Sen. He was born in 1691, and died in 1775. He 

married Judith , and had six children, but nothing is 

now known of the family except, in the .line of Abner, his 
second son, who was born in 1718, and died in 1810. He i 
married Mary Whittier, and settled himself on a farm in what ' 
is now West Newbury, Mass., then the parish of *' Newbury 
Newtown," where he continued to reside till his death, which 
took place when he was at the advanced age of 93, in conse- 
quence of a fall into the cellar of his house. His wife survived 
him about two years, dying in 1812, at the age of 76. They 
had six children. Of Sarah, Nathaniel, and Joshua, nothing 
is now known. Abner, Jun., the second son, resided in West 
Newbury, and died there in 1837, at the age of 76. He mar- 
ried Sarah Hale, who survived him many years, dying in 1853, 
at the age of 85. They had nine children, viz. : Mary, who 
married William Carr, and has had six children ; Sarah, who 
married Moses Lancaster, had five children, and has deceased ; 
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Hitty, who died single at the age of about 30 ; Harriet, who 
died single at the age of about 40 ; Abner, who married So- 
phia Brown, and died at the age of 38, leaving three children. 
(See Chart XXXV.) Matthew Hale, who married Lydia Ho- 
sum. He resides at West Newbury, but has no children. 
Charles How, who died in childhood. Alfred, who married 
Lucy Lang Field, and they have had seven children. (See 
Chart XXXV.) Mr. Alfred Grreenleaf was educated at Exeter 
Academy, and has the honorary degree of A. M. from Dart- 
mouth College. For many years past he has kept a school for 
young ladies in Brooklyn, N. Y. The youngest son of Abner 
Greenleaf of West Newbury, was Charles How. He gradu- 
ated at Dartmouth College, and studied theology, but died in 
Brooklyn, in May, 1836, before commencing the ministry. 

The second son of Abner Greenleaf, Sen., of whom we have 
any account, was Samuel. He married Miriam Pillsbury, on 
September 11, 1792. He resided at West Newbury for about 
eight years after his marriage, and then removed to Bangor, in 
Maine, where he remained ten or twelve years, when he re- 
moved to Marietta, Ohio. He afterwards removed to Bolivar, 
in Tennessee, where he died in July, 1835. His wife died in 
Cincinnati, in 1843. He had twelve children, five of whom 
were born in West Newbury, six in Bangor, and one in Mari- 
etta. The eldest child, Lucy, was married in Marietta, to 
William Holyoke. They now reside in Galesburg, 111., and 
have six children. Rev. W. E. Holyoke, of Illinois, is their son. 
The two next children of Mr. Grreenleaf died in infancy. 
Samuel, the next, died in Cincinnati in 1848. Clements, the 
next son, died near Natchez, in 1830. Another son, Edward, 
is now living at Indianapolis, Ind., and has three sons and two 
daughters. Tho six younger children are daughters. One, 
Clarissa, died single in 1846, and the other five are married, 
Frances to Mr. Irion ; Mary, to Henry Coffin, of Cincinnati ; 
Caroline, to Jesse O'Neal, of Cheviot, about six miles from 
Cincinnati ; Martha, to Joseph Drew, and Julia, to D. S. 
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James, of Hamilton, Ohio. Mrs. Drew has deceased. Josiah 
Q-reenleaf was the youngest son of Abner, Sen. He resided in 
Lowell, Mass., where he died Nov. 21, 1848, at the age of 75. 
His wife died in the following year. They had four children, 
two sons and two daughters. The sons both died unmarried, 
and the family name is extinct in this branch. The daughters 
were married. One is dead, and the other, Mrs. Fuller, is a 
widow, residing in Lowell, having seven children. 

Note 21. — Edmund Grreenleaf, the son of Tristram, Sen., 
resided in Newbury, where he married, and had a family of 
seven children, who stand recorded on the records of Newbury 
from 1720 to 1740, but nothing further has ever been discover- 
ed concerning the family. 

Note 22. — Tristram Greenleaf, Jun., the youngest son of 
Tristram, was a man of some note, and was commissioned as 
a captain by Gov. Shirley, in 1746. He resided in Newbury, 
where he married Dorothy Rolfe, and had eight children, several 
of whom died young, and of others nothing is known. One 
daughter, Martha, married Obadiah Horton. Samuel, the 
eldest son of Tristram, Jun., married Lois Rowell, the daugh- 
ter of Thomas Rowell, of Amesbury, and had five children. 
Thomas, the eldest, was born in 1755, but died without issue. 
Hannah married B. Abbot, of Concord, N. H. Tristram, the 
second son, died single. Samuel, the youngest son, married 
Mary Wiggin. He was a merchant of much respectability 
and resided in Boston, where he died in 1845, leaving one 
daughter, Sarah E., who married Charles J. Cazenove, and is 
now residing in Boston, a widow. Stephen Greenleaf, the son 
of Samuel, of Newbury, and brother of the foregoing, was born 
in Newbury, April 11, 1766. When he was ten years of age 
his father died, and in the year 1789, when he was twenty- 
three years of age, he removed with his mother to Salisbury, 
N, H., and engaged in farming. In about two years after this 
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he married Ruth Pettingill, of Salisbury, by whom he had nine 
children. (See Chart XXXVI.) Mrs. Grreenleaf died March 
18, 1826, he surviving until December 26, 1845, when he died 
at the age of 79 years. Mr. Greenleaf was a well-built man, 
six feet in height, not much inclined to flesh, nor very slim. 
He had black eyes, auburn hair, and light complexion. He 
was of nervous temperament, very active and quick in all his 
motions, walking very erect, even to the time of his death. 
His sons generally resemble him in person and height. 

Of the nine children of Stephen Greenleaf, of Salisbury, 
eight lived to maturity. Thomas Rowell, the eldest, married 
Mary Hawloy, and has two children, Henry, born 1839, and 
Andrew S., born in 1841. He resides in Now Philadelphia, 
Ohio. Henry, the second son, died at Salisbury, unmarried, at 
the age of 35 years. Lois, the eldest daughter, living to nia« 
turity, married Isaac Crane, and resides in Boscawen, N. H. 
Eunice married James Colburn, of Franklin, N. H., where 
she died, June 26, 1839, kaving a daughter. Harriet mar- 
ried Jotham AUds, of Claremont, N. H., where shq resides. 
Francis S. married Charlotte Fowle Britton. He is a mer- 
chant, and resides in Boston. He has four children, viz. : 
Charlotte Maria, Henry Francis, Ellen Britton, and Mary Loui- 
da. Tristram, the youngest son of Stephen, married Anne 
Birby, and has four children, viz. : Charlotte, Louisa, Charles, 
and Hellen. He is a farmer, and resides in Salisbury. 

Note 23. — Edmund Greenleaf, the youngest son of Stephen, 
Sen., was named for his grandfather, the common ancestor. 
He resided in Newbury, where he died about 1740, aged 70. 
He married Abigail Somerby, and had nine children, of whom 
nothing is known except Edward, his eldest son. This 
man is called Edward, 3d, in the records of Newbury, his 
father having lived nearly forty years after his birth, and he 
having a cousin of the same name, the son of Tristram Green- 
leaf, eight years older than himself, living in Newbury at the 
same time.

Note 24. — The eldest son of Edmund Qreenleaf, 3d, was 
William, born Nov. 28, 1725, who settled himself in Haver- 
hill, Mass., where he died in Jan. 1800. He was a religious 
man in early life, and a leading member in the Calvinist Bap- 
tist church in that town. He was in the army of the Revo* 
lution, first as a lieutenant, in a company commanded by Capt. 
Moses Grreenleaf, of Newburyport, and was afterwards pro- 
moted to the command of a company. After the war he kept 
the " Sun Tavern" in Haverhill, until his death, when it was 
continued by his son bearing his name. He was twice mar- 
ried : first to Ruth Pearson, and second, to widow Mary Soley. 
By his first marriage he had three sons, viz. : Daniel, Samuel 
and William. 

Daniel Q-reenleaf, the eldest son of William of Haverhill, 
was born there in 1746, and continued to reside there until his 
death, June 10, 1796. He married Ruth Dalton of Newbury, 
in 1765, who died July 30, 1790. They had ten children, four 
sons and six daughters, of whom nothing is known except one, 
who is Mrs. Beaman, the mother of Rev. C. C. Beaman. The 
sons of Daniel Grreenleaf were James, born in 1766 — resided in 
Haverhill, where he died in 1796, near the time of the decease 
of his father, leaving three children. Nothing is known of 
them : Daniel died in infancy ; Daniel, born May 5, 1780, mar- 
ried Elizabeth Gale of Concord, N. H., who died June 8, 1847. 
He now resides in Washington, N. H. William, born Sept. 3, 
1782, married Ann Taylor, resides in Wiscasset, Me., and has 
had eight children. (See Chart No. XXXVHI.) 

Daniel Grreenleaf, the son of Daniel, had eleven children, of 
whom two died in infancy ; a daughter, Mary GHbson, died un- 
married ; two sons, Charles H. and Henry, and one daughter, 
Elizabeth, are living single. Of the five married sons as fol- 
lows : Wm. Pitt married Sarah II. Monroe, resides in Wash- 
ington, N. H., and has four children, viz. : William A., born 
Deo. 5, 1837 ; Sarah A., born Nov. 12, 1840 ; John M., born 
Dec. 1, 1842, and Albert E., born Feb. 14, 1847.

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Daniel Gr. married Rebecca Proctor, resides at Lowell, Mass., 
and has one child, viz. : Mary E., born Aug. 28, 1836. 

Oliver Peabody married Mary Jane French, resides at 
Nashua, N. H., and has three children, viz. : Charles P., born 
July 20, 1837 ; Ellen M., born April 2, 1841, and Walter Scott, 
born Sept. 27, 1846. 

James L. married Caroline R. Parr, resides at Somerswdrth, 
N. H., and has one child, viz. : Charles W., bom April 9, 1846. 

Q-eorge W. married Mary Jane Keithley in Aug., I8469 
and resides at Hopkinsville, Kentucky. 

William G-reenleaf, the youngest son of Daniel of Haverhill, 
resides at Wiscasset, Me., and has had six sons, three of whom 
died young. Of the others as follows: William T. married 
Agnes R. Milioan, and resided in Cincinnati, where he died, 
leaving two sons, William and Joseph, and one daughter. John 
married Louisa Poland, and has a son, Charles Beaman, and 

two daughters. Charles T. married , and has two sons, 

viz. : Charles Henry, bom 1842, and Eugene, born 1846. 

Samuel G-reenleaf, the son of William, Sen., was born in 
Haverhill, May 5, 1754. He married a Miss Ladd, of Haver- 
hill, and in July, 1783, he removed to Epping, N. H., where 
he kept a store, and died there, March 20, 1795. He had no 
son, but left three daughters, viz. : Sarah Ladd, born in Haver- 
hill, Feb. 16, 1781, and married Henry Sanborn, of Epping ; 
Buth Pearson, born in Haverhill, June 20, 1783, married 
Jacob Swain, of Newbury port, and died there Oct. 31, 1847 ; 
and Harriet, born in Epping, about 1785, married Jonathan 
Moseley, of Lee, N. H., and is now (1853) living a widow. 
The widow of Samuel Greenleaf married for a second hus- 
band, Capt. Hoyt, of Epping, and died there at an advanced 
age, about 1842. 

William Greenleaf, Jun., the son of William, Sen., married 
Mary Soley, the daughter of his stepmother. He resided in 
Haverhill, where he died in 1833, He kept the " Sun Tavern," 
after the death of his father. He left three daughters and one 
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son, viz. : Mrs. Plummer, now deceased ; Mm. Baloh, residing 
in Haverhill ; Sophia, (unmarried,) residing in Haverhill, and 
Samnel, residing in Haverhill. 

Note 25. — Rooksbp. About the year 1650, or soon after 
that, there came from England the family of Enoch G-reen- 
leaf, who settled in Maiden, near Boston. It is not certainly 
known that this family weus related to Edmund G-reenleaf, who 
came from England in 1635, and settled in Newbury ; yet in 
both families we find the singular name of Rooksby, a very 
fair inference that both families were of one original. (See 
Chart XXXIX. and Note 96.) 

Note 26,^ — Dr. Daniel G-reenleaf was the eldest son of Rev. 
Daniel G-reenleaf, and was born in Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 2, 
1702. He was a practising physician, and resided in Bolton, 
in the county of Worcester, where he died in July ^1795, at 
the advanced age of 93. He was twice married : first, to 
Silence Marsh, by whom he had ten children, and second, to 
Dolly Richardson. His descendants are very numerous, their 
names occupying all the Charts from No. YII. to No. XX. 

Note 27.-:-Stephen G-reenleaf, the second son of Rev. Dan- 
iel G-reenleaf, was graduated at Harvard College in 1723, and 
immediately went into a store in Boston as a clerk. At an 
early age he commenced business on his own account, which 
he followed successfully for about forty years, and was then 
largely engaged as an underwriter, there being no public 
insurance offices in the country at that time. His house was 
in what is now Tremont street, fronting the Cgmmon, near 
where the Masonic Temple now stands, and his garden extended 
to West street. At the time of the American Revolution he 
was holding the office of Sheriff of the county of Sufiblk, 
under the King. The county then comprehended what is now 
Suffolk and Norfolk counties, together with Hingham and Hull, 
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in the present county of Plymouth. After Lexington battle, 
Boston was closely shut up, and Mr. Sheriff Grreenleaf, being 
a Tory, remained there with the British troops, exercising his 
office only within the lines. His younger brother, William 
Grreenleaf, who was a staunch Whig, was appointed Sheriff of 
Suffolk by the provincial Congress, then sitting at Watertown, 
exercising his office in the other parts of the county out of 
Boston. The British evacuated Boston in March, 1776, and a 
new Legislature was chosen in May following. Li July of that . 
year Independence was declared, the Sheriff, Mr. Williaai 
Grreenleaf, proclaiming it from the balcony of the Old State 
House in State street. Stephen Greenleaf then resigned his 
office, and keeping himself quiet, lived unmolested in Boston 
till his death, which took place in January, 1795, at the age of 
91. He married Mary Groold, and had one son and six daugh- 
ters. His son died unmarried, and the family name is extinct 
in this line. Of the daughters of Stephen Greenleaf, one mar- 
ried David Fhipps, a captain, and afterwards an admiral in the 
British Navy. They resided at Bath, Bng., where she died. 
One of her sons was also an admiral. Acstice, another daugh- 
ter, married Benjamin Davis, a merchant in Boston, and after- 
wards an officer in the Custom House. He left with the Bri- 
tish troops in March, 1776, his wife dying a little previous. 
Another daughter, Abigail, married a Mr. Howard, a Judge 
of the Supreme Court of South Carolina. During the war 
they went to England, where he died. Mrs. Howard returned to 
Boston, and lived with her father until his death. She had no 
children, and when she died she bequeathed a valuable col- 
lection of books to the ^'Boston Library," and a considerable 
amount of property to Trinity Church. Hannah, the young- 
est daughter, married John Apthfop, a merchant of Boston, 
and was lost with her husband, in a storm at sea, in the 
autumn of 1 773, when going from New York to Charleston, S. 
C, on account of Mr. Apthrop's health. 
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Note 28. — Rev. Daniel Greenleaf had six daughters who 
lived to marry. Mary, the eldest, was twice married ; first, to 
James Blinn. and second, to Josiah Thatcher. She had child- 
dren by both husbands, 16 in all. The second daughter was 
Elizabeth. She had four husbands : First, David Bacon ; 
second, Joseph Scott ; third. Rev. Joseph Parsons, of Bradford, 
Mass. ; and fourth, Rev. Jedediah Jewett, of Rowley, Mass. 
She had five children by Mr. Scott. The third daughter who 
married was Jenny. She married Hezekiah Usher, and had 
twelve children. Hannah married John Richards. Mercy 
married John Scollay, of Boston, and had thirteen children. 
Susanna, the youngest daughter, married John Coburn. 

These daughters were all born in Yarmouth, Mass., except 
the eldest, who was born in Cambridge. 

Note 29. — John Grreenleaf was the third son of Rev. Dan- 
iel Greenleaf who lived to marry. He was bred a druggist, 
and bore the title usually of " Doctor," though he was not a 
practising physician. He was born in Yarmouth, Mass., Nov. 
8, 1717, but resided in Boston, where he died, Aug. 27, 1778, 
and lies buried, as is supposed, in a vault under Brattle Street 
Church. His name may be seen cut in the stone on the south 
side of the church, fronting on Brattle street. Dr. Q-reenleaf 
was thrice married : first, to Friscilla Brown ; second, to Ruth 
Walker ; and third, to Ann Wroe. By his first marriage he had 
six children, by the second two, and by the third two. These 
all died in infancy, except the two last. Elizabeth, the young- 
est daughter, was born Nov. 15, 1765. She married her cou- 
sin, Daniel Grreenleaf, who resided in Quincy, Mass., and died 
there, Jan. 6, 1839. Thomas, the youngest child of Dr. John 
Grreenleaf, was born May 15, 1767. He was graduated at 
Harvard College in 1784, married Mary D. Price, and has a 
son, Ezekiel Price, living unmarried, and two married daugh- 
ters. He resided in Quincy, where he died Jan. 4, 1854. (See 
Note 40.) 
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Note 30. — William G-reenleaf was the youngest son of Eev. 
Daniel G-reenleaf, and was born in Yarmouth, Mass., Jan. 10, 
1725. He was bred a druggist, and for many years resided in 
Boston. He married Mary Brown, of Plymouth, Mass., by 
whom he had fifteen children. When the Ameriean Revolution 
took place, Mr. Grcenleaf was appointed Sheriff of Suffolk by 
the Provincial Congress, his elder brother, Stephen, holding 
the same office under the King. (See Note 27.) After the 
war he gave up business in Boston, and removed to New Bed- 
ford, Mass., where he died July 21, 1S03. He had four sons 
who lived to marry, viz. : Daniel, who died in Q^uincy, Mass , 
and had no children ; John, who resided in Q^uincy, and died 
there March 24, 1848, leaving seven children. He was blind 
for many years. James, who di^d in Washington, D. C, Sept. 

17, 1843, leaving two daughters; and Robert, who died June 
28, 1816, and left two children. For the particulars, see Notes 
41 to 46. 

Note 31. — ^Dr. Daniel G-reenleaf, of Bolton, had two daugh- 
ters. Elizabeth, the eldest, married Mr. Peter Joslyn, of Leo- 
minster, Mass., on Jan. 6, 1750, and had a considerable family 
of children. Mary, the youngest daughter, married the Rev. 
Joseph Wheeler, of Harvard, Mass., who removed to Worces- 
ter in 1761, where she died in August, 1783. One of her 
daughters was the wife of the Rev. Dr. Woods, of Andover. 

Note 32. — Dr. Daniel Greenleaf, Jun., was the third child 
of Dr. Daniel Greenleaf, of Bolton. (See Note 26.) He 
studied medicine, and was surgeon of a regiment at the siege 
of Louisburg, in 1755, and was afterwards surgeon of a col- 
ony ship during the same war. He afterwards went to Eng- 
land, where, on May 5, 1763, he married Anna Burrett. Re* 
turning to America, he practised medicine in some part of 
Worcester county, Mass., until his death, which took place Jan. 

18, 1777, at the age of 45. He left one son and two daugh- 
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ters, and his widow returned with, them to England. Nothing 
further is known of them. 

Note 33.— -Israel Grreenleaf was the fourth child of Dr. 
Daniel G-reenleaf of Bolton. (See Note 26.) He was born in 
Bolton, March 38, 1733. He. was twice married : first, to 
Prudence Whitoomb, on Nov. 28, 1754. She died Sept. 15, 
1784, and in March of the following year he married Ursula 
Woods. He had in all twenty-two children, fifteen sons and 
seven daughters, fourteen being by the first marriage, and 
eight by the second. Mr. Greenleaf was a farmer, and resided 
at Bolton for many years. About the year 1791, he removed 
to New Marlborough, in Berkshire county, Mass., and thence 
in a few years to Whitestown, in the State of New York, and 
thence, about the year 1800, he removed to Brookfield in the 
State of New York, now the town of Columbus, in Chenango 
county, where he resided until his death, which took place 
March 4, 1824, at the a(Jvanced age of 92 years. He was a 
very active and business-like man, and accumulated consider- 
able property. He owned several farms in and about Bolton, 
while he resided there, and was very successful in some land 
speculations in the State of New York. He purchased a large 
tract of land where the city of Utica is built, which he sold at 
a large advance. He then purchased largely in the town of 
Rome, which he turned to advantage, and then purchased at 
Chenango. 

In person, Mr. Q-reenleaf was about six feet in height, very 
slim and upright. He had keen blue eyes, rather small. He 
was rather prematurely bald, and wore a skull-cap. In his later 
Ufe he was a religious man, and was in communion with the 
Methodist Church. His death was very triumphant. 

Note 34. — Stephen Greenleaf was the fifth child of Dr. 
Detniel Greenleaf, of Bolton, and was born there Oct. 15, 1735. 
On Jan. 11, 1758, he married Eunice Fairbanks, of Boston,

where he resided nntil the autumn of 1771, when he removed 
to Brattleborough, Vt., having purchased a traot of land of abont 
800 acres, then known as " The Governor's farm,*' compre- 
hending what is now nearly the whole of the East village of 
Brattleborough. Here he built mills, and opened, as is sap- 
posed, the first store in Vermont. His dwelling-house occu- 
pied the present site of the '' Phoenix House." The saw-mill 
stood where now stands the paper-mill, and the grist-mill was 
erected on the spot now occupied by the machine-shop of Hines, 
Newman, Hunt & Co. That part of the village where the 
railroad depot is situated, was used by Mr. Greenleaf for a goat- 
pasture, Flat street for a garden, and the rest of the land in 
the village, not covered with forest, as a Cow-pasture. Mr. 
Q-reenleaf died June 8th, 1802, aged 67. His wife survived 
him many years, dying at an advanced age, March 8th, 1836. 
They had eleven children, six born in Boston, and five in Brat- 
tleborough. 

Note 35. — David Grreenleaf was the sixth child of Dr. Daniel 
Q-reenleaf, of Bolton, and was born there July 13, 1737. He 
was bred a goldsmith, which business he followed for the most 
of his life. He married Mary Johnson, of Norwich, Conn., on 
June 2d, 1763, and had nine children. He resided at South 
Coventry, Conn., where he died Dec. 12th, 1800. The child- 
ren and other descendants of Mr. Greenleaf are widely scatter- 
ed, some remaining at Coventry, some residing in Hartford, 
several in Orange county, N. Y., and the youngest son now . 
living in Stockbridge, Mass. (See Notes from 67 to 71.) 

Note 36. — ^William Q-reenleaf was the seventh child of Dr. 
Daniel Greenleaf, of Bolton, and was born there Aug. 33, 
1738. He was bred to the business of a druggist in Boston, 
where he married Sally Quincy, the daughter of Edmund 
Q^uincy, on Dec. 19, 1763. Some years after his marriage he 
removed to Lancaster, in Worcester county, where he resided 
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until his death, which took place Jan. 13, 1793, at the age of 
55 years. Mr. Greenleaf was much in public life, being sheriff 
of the county of Worcester for many years, and a Brigadier- 
G-eneral in the militia of the State. He had eight children. 
(See Chart XVIIT., and notes from 72 to 75.) 

Note 37. — Calvin Q-reenleaf was the youngest son of Dr. 
Daniel Grreenleaf, of Bolton, and was born there March 31, 
1740. He married Rebecca Whitcorob, Nov. 17, 1762, and 
had eleven children. He was a farmer, and resided on the 
homestead farm at Bolton, to the end of his life. He died in 
August, 1812, at the age of 72 years. (See Notes 76 to 80.) 

Note 38.— (For this Note, see Note 27.) 

Note 39. — ^Elizabeth Greenleaf was the daughter of Dr. 
John Grreenleaf, of Boston, by his third wife. She was born in 
Boston, Nov. 15, 1765. She married her cousin, Daniel Q-reen* 
leaf of Quincy, Mass., where she died Jan. 6, 1839. She had 
no children. (See Notes 29 and 43.) 

Note 40. — Hon. Thomas Grreenleaf was the youngest child 
of Dr. John Grreenleaf, of Boston, where he was born May 15, 
1767. He was graduated at Harvard College, in 1784, and 
was somewhat in public life as a member of the Legisla- 
ture and Council of the State. He married Mary D. Price, 
and resided in Q^uinoy, Mass., where he died Jan. 4, 1854, at 
the advanced age of 87. They have three children, viz. : Eze- 
kiel Price, born May 22, 1790, and living in Quincy, unmarried : 
Elizabeth, born July 19, 1794 ; married William Greenleaf 
Appleton, of Quincy, but has no children : and Mary Ann 
Wroe, born April 19, 1796; married Dr. Ebenezer Woodward, 
of Quincy, and also has no children. 

Note 41. — ^Hon. William Greenleaf of Boston, afterwards of 
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New Bedford, (see Note 30,) had 8 daughters who lived to 
marry, viz : 

Elizabeth, born Maroh 6, 1750, aad was twioe married : 1st, 
to Samuel Elliot, by whom she had 6 children, and 2d, to Ed- 
ward Pope, of New Bedford, by whom she had 4 children. She 
died December 4, 1841. 

Mary, born May 15th, 1752, and died 1836. She married 
Daniel Bell, and had nine children. 

Susanna, born Feb. 6th, 1754, and died 1832. She married 
Duncan Ingraham, and had 12 children. 

Prisoilla, born Ootq^ar 2oth, 1755, married John Appleton, 
of Salem, and had 2 children. 

Sarah, born March 19th, 1757, and was twice married : 1st, 
to Dr. Nathaniel W. Appleton, by whom she had 7 children, 
and 2d, to Joseph Haven, of Portsmouth, N. H. 

Margaret, born May 22d, 1761, and died 1836. She mar- 
ried Hon. Thomas Dawes, and had 16 children. 

Rebecca, born May 27th, 1766, and died June 25ih, 1847. 
She married Noah Webster, of New Haven, Conn., the Lexico- 
grapher, and had 8 children. 

Nancy, the youngest child, was born June 3d, 1772, mar- 
ried Hon. William Cranch, of Washington, D. C, and died 
there Sept. 16th, 1843. She had 13 children. 

Note 42. — William Grreenleaf, the son of Hon. William, 
of New Bedford, was born in Boston, Feb. 5th, 1760. Grad- 
uated at Harvard College in 1777, and pursued the study of 
medicine and surgery. He died in Nov. 1778? of a malignant 
fever, contracted on board a prison-ship, he being the only stu- 
dent who would venture on board to separate the sick and dying 
from the dead. 

Note 43. — Daniel Grreenleaf, the son of Hon. William 
Greenleaf, of New Bedford, (see Note 30 and Chart VI.,) was 
born in Boston, Sept. 29th, 1762. He married his cousin 
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Elizabeth Grreenleaf. (See Note 39.) He resided in Quiaoy, 
Mass., where he died March 25th, 1853, at the age of ninety 
years and six months. He had no children. 

Note 44. — John Grreenleaf, the son of Hon. William Green- 
leaf, was born Sept. 10th, 1763, and died March 24th, 1848. 
He married Lucy Cranch, and had 7 chillren. He resided in 
Quincy ; and was blind for many years before his death. 

Of the children of John Grreenleaf, Lucy, the eldest, married 
Harrison Dawes, and had 6 children. John was never married. 
He died in Baltimore, in June, 1826. Wm. Cranch, the se- 
cond son, married Mary Brightwell. He resides in Washing- 
ton, D. C, and has one c^iild, born therein 1848. Daniel died 
at Calcutta, unmarried, in May, 1827. The youngest daugh- 
ter, Mary Elizabeth, married Gr. M. Dawes, and has five child- 
ren. She resides in Q,uincy, Mass. Richard Cranch, the 
youngest son who lived to maturity, is a merchant in Boston. 
He married Mary P. Whitney, and has had two children, a 
daughter, born in 1843, who died in infancy, and a son, bear- 
ing his own name, born Feb. 12th, 1845. 

Note 45. — James Greenleaf, the son of Hon. William Green- 
leaf, was born in Boston, June 9th, 1765, and died in the city 
of Washington, Sept. 17th; 1843. He married Antonia Cor- 
nelia Elbertine Scoten, and had one son, Wm. Christian James, 
bom Sept. 6th, 1790, but who died unmarried. Mr. Green- 
leaf was divorced from his wife, and afterwards married Ann 
Penn Allen, by whom he had two daughters; Mary, born 
about 1801, and Margaret, born about 1803 : the former mar- 
ried Mr. Livingston, of Philadelphia, and has 7 or 8 children ; 
and the latter married Mr. Dale, had one child, and is now 
(1854) a widow, residing in Allentown,' Penn., with her mo- 
ther. 

Note 46. — Robert Greenleaf, the youngest son of Hon. Wil- 
liam Greenleaf, was born in Boston, Deo. 16th, 1768, and died 
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June 28th, 1816. He resided at East Greenwich, in the 
State of Rhode Island, where he married Hannah Arnold, and 
had two children, viz: James, born at East G-reenwich, Sept. 
9th, 1797, died in New Orleans, August, 1840. He married 
Miss Leeds, of Stonington, Conn., and left a son James, born 
about 1834, who rcs^es at Stonington. The daughter of Ro- 
bert Greenleaf was Nancy Allen, born May 5th, 1799. 

Note 47. — Israel Greenleaf (see Note 33) had 7 daughters, 
4 of whom lived to marry, viz. : 

Betsey, born in Bolton, March 16th, 1758, and married 
Daniel Lewis. 

Prudence, born in Bolton, Feb. 19th, 1778. She was twice 
married ; 1st, to Alvin Lamb, and 2d, to Sampson Spaulding. 

Esther, born in the State of New York, Dec. 1st, 1796, and 
married to Chauncy Baker, of Chenango county, N. Y. She 
is living in Alleghany county, (1854.) 

Lois, born in Chenango county, N. Y., Oct. 8th, 1801. She 
married William Alverson, and is still living in EUisburgh, Jef- 
ferson county, N. Y. (1854.) 

Note 48. — John Greenleaf, the eldest son of Israel Green- 
leaf who lived to marry, was born in Bolton, March 26th, 1760. 
He was twice married ; 1st, to Rebecca Lewis, and 2d, to 
Anna Millington. He had three sons, John, Abel, and Luke, 
and four daughters, Rebecca, Polly, Eunice, and Phebe. Mr. 
Greenleaf was a farmer, and resided in Volney, N. Y. His 
children were all married, and it is not known that any of 
them have yet deceased, (1854.) Rebecca, the eldest, was 
born about 1788. She married James Newman. Polly, born 
about 1791, married Roderick Wells ; John, born about 1793, 
married Susan Averill, and removed to Michigan ; Eunice, born 
about 1795, married Gamaliel Olmstead ; Abel, born Oct. 25th, 
1800, was twice married : his present wife lives in the city of 
New York, and he resides in Kingston, Penn. He has been a 
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minister in the Methodist Church, but is now a machinist. 
Phebe, born about 1798, married Justus Bristol ; and Luke, 
the youngest child, born about 1803, married Susan Warren, 
and resides in Volney, N. Y. 

Note 49. — David.Greenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bolton, 
was born there March 9th, 1763. He was by trade a carpen- 
ter, and removed to Natchez, where he married Phebe Jones, 
and had six children. He died at Natchez, Oct. 19th, 1819. 

He left one son, Daniel, who married Betsey , and had 8 

children. Nothing further is known of his family. He also left 
five daughters, viz. : Ann, who married,, 1st, Mr. Weeks, and 
2d, Mr. Leonard, both of the State of Mississippi ; Eunice, who 
married John Dixon, a Methodist preacher ; Sarah, who mar- 
ried Jefferson Beaumont, of Mississippi ; Elizabeth, who mar- 
ried Robert Bladsoe, of Greorgia ; and Phebe, who married 
Franklin Beaumont, of Mississippi. 

Note 50. — Israel Grreenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bolton, 
was born there Jan. 29th, 1765. He married Sally Hoadly, in 
April, 1785, and had two sons and four daughters. He resided 
at Wellsboro, Penn., where he died June 1st, 1847. His 
youngest son died in infancy, and the eldest, David, was born 
Dec. 31st, 1788. He married Susanna Sligh in Jan., 1810, by 
whom he had four children : three daughters who died in infan- 
cy, and a son, Israel Sligh, who is living, and married to Lu- 
cinda Lucas, and has three children. He had a daughter, Bet- 
sey, who married Henry Sligh. David Grreenleaf was divorced 
from his wife in 1827, and on July 4th, 1828, he married 
Fanny Hildbolt, a Swiss, and they have two children : Greorge 
Washington, born Oct. 6th, 1829, and Sally Ann, born March 
13th, 1831, He resides in Wellsboro. 

Note 51. — Levi Grreenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bolton, was 
born there Feb. 19th, 1767. He married Polly Williard in 1788, 
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a danghter to Nathaniel Williard, as is supposed, and shortly 
after removed into Maine. A considerable colony from Dun- 
stable, N. H., and other towns in that vicinity, removed into 
Maine at that time, and Mr. G-reenleaf came in their company. 
He settled first in New Sharon, and abont the year 1803 sold 
his farm, and removed to the south part of Industry : here he 
continued to reside until his death, with the exception of about 
two years, when he resided in New Portland. He died in In- 
dustry, about the year 1850, at the age of 83. His first wife 
died, after a residence in Maine of about twenty years, and in 
April, 1812, he was married to Margaret Daggett. 

Mr. Grreenleaf was in person about the medium height, rather 
spare, and a little stooping; thin*favored, light complexion, 
and rather sandy hair, inclining to baldness over the forehead. 
He was a religions man, always maintaining an exemplary 
character. He was a deacon in one of the churches of New 
Sharon, where he attended meeting to the dose of his life. 

Mr. G-reenleaf had six children. (See Chart VIH.) Amy, the 
eldest, married Samuel Leaman, of Starks, and died at. the age 
of 23, in 1812. Israel, the eldest son, resides in Vienna, N. T. 
Mary married a Mr. McKay, is now a widow, and resides in 
Embden, Somerset county, Maine ; Levi married Sally Dag- 
gett, of New Vineyard, Maine, and now resides in the State of 
Jllinois ; John married Elimena Philbriok, of Mount Vernon, 
Kennebec county, Maine, and now resides in Lowell, Mass. ; 
Joshua, the youngest son, married Betsey Marsh, of Anson, 
Somerset county, and now resides in Augusta, Maine. 

Note 52. — Tilly Grreenleaf, son of Israel, of Bolton, was born 
there March 25th, 1770. In 1796, he married Polly Spofford, 
of Northampton, Mass., by whom he had 16 children. His 
wife died, and in May, 1828, he married the widow Elizabeth 
Wickwire, by whom he had two children. He is still living, 
(1864,) and resides at Madison, N. Y. Of the children of Tilly 
Q-reenleaf, Anna, the eldest, married John Allen in 1813, and 
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had 19 children; William married Alraira Sanford, Oct. 19th, 
1820 ; Sophronia married Christopher Stebbins on Jan. 30th, 
1820 ; Elizabeth married Gf-eorge Wilcox, of Middleboro, Vt., 
Oct. 27th, 1833, and has two children ; Luoinda married Hi- 
ram Hitchcock ; Melinda married Peleg Sanford ; Emily was 
married, and is since dead. Several of the other children died 
yoang,bat David, Joseph, Levi, Harriet N., Maria, and Louisa 
are supposed to be living. 

Note S3.**— Joshua G-reenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bolton, 
was born there August 12th, 1776. On Sept. 8th, 1797, he 
married Dency HoUister, of Columbus, N. Y., where he now 
resides, (1854,) and had five children, viz : Prudence W., born 
May 20, 1800, who married James Gr. Ames, of Columbus ; 
Betsey E., born June 24th, 1801, who married Hiram Risley ; 
Charles, born Oct. 6th, 18d7, who married Mary Ann Thoring* 
ton ; Polly, born July 1st, 1811, who married 3eckwith Row- 
land ; and Harriet, who died ydung. 

Note 54. — Daniel Qreenleaf was the first child of Israel^ of 
Bolton, by his second wife, and was born at Bolton, Jan. 1st, 
1786. He removed to the State of Mississippi, where he died 

August 20th, 1812, never having married.

Note 55. — ^Isaiah* Parker G-reenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bol- 
ton, was born there Nov. 25th, 1788. He married Patty Wil- 
liams, of Columbus, Chenango county, N. Y., where he died 
May 6th, 1853. He had five children, viz : Carlos Tracy, 
a physician, born Jan. 17th, 1823. He married Sarah Briggs 
in May, 1847, and has a daughter, Alice Genette, born April 
8th, 1848. The other children of I. P. Qreenleaf are daugh- 
ters : Lucy Jerusha, Manville, Lois Almira, and Martha. The 
eldest died in childho9d, the others are living. 

Note 56.— Stephen Q-reenleaf, the son of Israel, of Bolton, 
was born there Sept. 12ih, 1790. He married Pollina Ander- 
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son, of Columbus, Chenango county, N. Y., Aug. 29th, 1816, 
and has had 8 children, viz : Lawrence Maroeau, born Oct. 5, 
1817, who is in the practice of medicine in New Orleans, and 
was married to Mary De Latree, of Mississippi, in March, 1851 ; 
Eugene La Baum, born March 12th, 1819, and married in 1840 
to Martha Barr, of Carrolton, 111. He is an architect and 
builder, and resides at St. Louis, Mo. ; Hannibal Alexander, 
born Jan. 10th, 1821, married Ann Rogers, of Switzerland 
county, Iowa. He died at BlufTdale, 111., Sept. 11th, 1846, 
leaving a young son by his own name. Daniel De Witt Clinton, 
born March 21st, 1823. He is a physician, and resides in 
Bloomfield, Davis county, Iowa, is married and has one son. 
Armilla, born Feb. 4, 1825, died Nov. 6, 1835 ; PoUina, born 
Nov. 26th, 1826, married Mr. Groble of Iowa ; Aurelia, born 
August 12th, 1829, married Benjamin Fugit of St. Louis, and 
died at New Orleans, April 7th, 1849 ; Minerva, born Nov. 
25th, 1832. Mr. G-reenleaf has resided at several places in the 
Western country. *His present residence is Bloomfield, Davis 
county, Iowa. Mr. Oreenleaf is about five feet eight inches in 
height ; he is of fair complexion, gray eyes, light hair originally, 
high forehead, and now somewhat bald. 

Note 57. — Rev. William Grreenleaf was the son of Israel of 
Bolton, and was born (as is supposed) a]b Whitestown, N. Y. 
He married Bethia Cole in Jan. 1817, and had ten children, the 
eldest of whom, Minerva Ursula, married Laban Cobb. Of the 
others, nothing is known but their names. Two are sons, 
William Riley, born March 21, 1819, and David Orlando, born 
Dec. 16, 1822. Mr. G-reenleaf resided in Trenton, Dodge 
county, Wisconsin, where he died, Nov. 12, 1850. Mr. Q-reen- 
leaf embraced religion in youths and united with the M. E. 
Church, in which he remained some thirty years. He received 
in that Church deacon's orders, and became an acceptable and 
useful preacher. He then seceded and united with the M. 
Protestant Church, in which he remained some eight years. He 
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then left and connected himself with the Wesleyan M. Church, 
in which he continued until he joined the Church Triumphant. 

Note 68. — Joseph Greenleaf was the youngest son of Israel 
of Bolton, and was born at Whitestown, N. Y., Oct. 16, 1799. 
He married Electa Coates on Feb. 13, 1820. They have buried 
three children, and have seven living, four of them being sons, 
viz. : Dewitt Clinton, Henry Clay, Damon and Sydney. Mr. 
Greenleaf fcjL jeweller, and resides in Brockport, N. Y. The 
eldest son'jTDewitt C, married Julia Ferree, in 1847, and has 
one child, Emma, born July, 1852. 

Note 59. — Stephen G-reenleaf, the son of Stephen, (see Note 
34,) was born in Boston, Jan. 31, 1759. When he was twelve 
years of age, his father removed to Brattleboro', Vt., where he 
continued to reside until his death, which took place March 5, 
1850, at the advanced age of 91 years. About the beginning of 
the year 1783, he was married to Anna Sargent, who died Oct. 
11, 1813, and he afterwards married Cynthia Ryan. By his first 
marriage he had three children, viz. : Thomas Sargent, born 
March 25, 1784 ; Anne, born Sept. 24, 1788 ; and Stephen 
Scollay, born Aug. 22, 1795, and died at the age of 18, on 
Sept. 20, 1813, The daughter married Thomas Ellis, of Brat- 
tieboro,' where she now (1854) lives a widow. Mr. Greenleaf 
served for a short time in the war of the Revolution, having 
been drafted when at the ago of 18, and was present at the 
surrender of Burgoyne. He was bred a carpenter and wheel- 
wright, and many of the first buildings in Brattleboro were 
erected by his hands. In the year 1799 he was elected Town 
Clerk of Brattleboro', and was reelected to the office for forty- 
five years in succession, declining it but a few years previous 
to his death. 

Thomas S. Greenleaf, the son of Stephen, was born in Brat- 
tleboro', Vt., March 25, 1784. He was twice married : first 
to Diramis Nash, and second to Lydia Miller. By his first

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marriage he had three children ; by the second, six, viz : Moses, 
who died in infancy ; William, who is married, and resides in 
Terflpleton, Mass. ; G-race, who married Aionzo Hunt, and 
resides in Lowell, Mass. ; Henry Miller, who married Eliza 
Ann Swartz Wilier, and resided in Columbus, Illinois, where 
he died in 1848, leaving one child, Polly Sophia, who married 
Napoleon B. Lawrence, and resides near Quinoy, 111. Miller 
Thaddeus, born March 21, 1822, married Mary Elizabeth 
Felix, Oct. 30, 1844, and has three .children, viz. : Josephine 
Grace, born Dec. 5, 1845 ; Cecelia Frances, Wirn Oct. 28, 
1848 ; and a son, born June 8, 1851. He is a machinist, and 
resides in Quincy, 111. Mr. Thomas S. Grreenleaf has three 
other children, all unmarried. (See Chart XII.) He resides 
at Columbus, Illinois. 

Note 60. — Stephen Greenleaf, Sen., of Brattleboro', (see 
Note 34,) had four daughters who lived to marry, viz : Eunice, 
born Aug. 19, 1761, and who married Q-eorge Dickson, of Ohio ; 
Susanna, born Nov. 19, 1767, who married Dr. Simon Stevens, 
of Gruilford, Vt., where she died, Jan. 15, 1847 ; Elizabeth, 
born Jan. 18, 1774, who married James K. Groodenough, of 
Watertown, N. Y., and died there, March 25, 1847 ; and Polly, 
born March 1, 1781, who married Oliver Dean, of New York 
State. She also has deceased. 

Note 61. — Daniel Grreenleaf, the second son of Stephen of 
Brattleboro', (see Note 34,) was born in Boston, Jan. 16, 1764. 
He married Huldah Hopkins, and resided in Gruilford, Vt., 
where he died Dec. 30, 1845. He had seven children, three 
sons and four daughters. 

Jeremiah Grreenleaf was his eldest son, and was born in Brattle- 
boro', Dec. 7, 1791. He married his cousin, Eunice Elvira 
Stevens, the daughter of Dr. Simon Stevens, of Gruilford, Vt., 
where he resides. He has six children, viz. : Halbert Stevens, 
bom April 12, 1827 ; Malcolm Cyprian, born Feb. 17, 1831 ; 
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Thomas Benton, born Feb. 27, 1837, and three daughters 
younger. Mr. Greenleaf has been much engaged in teaching, 
and is the author of *'GrreenleaPs Grrammatical Chart, "'and 
some other works. 

Emory G-reenleaf was the second son of Daniel, and brother 
of Jeremiah, above named. He was born in Q-uilford, Vt., 
Aug. 26, 1793 ; married Grratia Houghton, of Gruilford ; was in 
trade at Claremont, N. H., for many years, and then removed 
to Milwaukie, Wis., where he died in 1849. He had six child- 
ren, viz. : George Houghton, born Aug. 6, 1823, died May, 
1832 ; Emory Bradford, born July 2, 1825, and married Car- 
oline Maria Chase, in Sept. 1847 ; Augustus Warren, bom 
May 19, 1827, and resides in New York ; Francis Henry, born 
Aug. 22, 1829 ; Eliza Miranda, born Nov. 2, 1832, and died 
Feb. 23, 1834 ; Emily Field, born June 8, 1835. 

Stephen Q-reenleaf was the third son of Daniel, of Gruilford, 
and^brother of Jeremiah and Emory. He was born in Gruil- 
ford in 1795, married Sarah Weatherhead, and resides in Brat- 
tleboro'. He has two daughters. 

Daniel Grreenleaf, of Gruilford, had four daughters, viz. : 
Rhoda, married, but now dead ; Eunice, who married a Mr. 
Arms, and is also dead ; Betsey, who married Timothy 
Horton, and she also has deceased ; and Caroline, who married 
the same Mr. Horton, as his second wife, after the death of 
her sister. 

Note 62. — Samuel Greenleaf, the third ^i of Stephen, Sen., 
of Brattleborough, was born in Boston, April 25, 1765. He 
followed the sea, and died abroad. He married Rhoda Knight, 
and had four children, viz.: Flavel, who resides in the State 
of Michigan ; William, who resides in the same State ; Samuel, 
who is supposed to be living in some Southern State, and a 
daughter, now deceased. 

Note 63, — James Greenleaf, the fourth son of Stephen, Sen., 
of Brattleboro', was born in Boston, Deo. 9, 1769. He married 
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Sarah Bullock, of Guilford, Vt., on April 15, 1791, and had 
fourteen children ; of whom six sons and five daughters lived 
to maturity. He resided at Guilford for about eight years 
after his marriage, and then removed to Derby, Vt., the fron- 
tier town next to Canada, where he built mills, and was en- 
gaged in them for the remainder of his life. He was a reli- 
gious man, and a deacon in the Congregational Church. He 
died at Derby, Dec. 4, 1845. 

Of jbhe five daughters of James Greenleaf who were mar- 
ried, Celinda married Henry Williams ; Almira married Avery 
Williams ; Clarissa married John Dresser ; Sarah married a 
Mr. Rankin ; and Mary married Rev. James Smith, a Method- 
ist minister. The most of these reside in Derby. Of the six 
sons, Squire Stephen, born in 1802, married a Miss Church, 
and resides either in Derby or Hatley, L. C. George Dixon, 
born in 1808, married Sally Stickney, of Johnson, Vt., and has 
six children. (See Chart XIV.) One son and two daughters 
are married ; the son, Orlando, to Margaret Dofoe ; and the 
daughters — one to Noah Herring, of Gouverneur,N.Y.; she died 
March 15, 1854 ; and the other to Charles S. Bonney of Na- 
■panee. Mr. Greenleaf has resided temporarily in several 
places. His present residence is Napanee, Canada West, where 
he is editor of a newspaper. He is an ordained minister of 
the Methodist denomination. He is about five feet ten inches 
in height, with dark-brown hair sprinkled with gray, dark- 
gray eyes ; bald on the top of his head ; full round face ; and 
very stout and fleshy, weighing over two hundred pounds. 

Albert Greenleaf, the son of James of Derby, and brother of 
the foregoing, was born in Derby, March 22, 1810. He mar- 
ried Aurelia Mills of Hounsfield, N. Y., about July, 1833. He 
buried his wife in about two years, and married a widow lady 
in Belleville, N. Y. He resides in Morgutta, Morgutta Co., Wis. 

William Fairbanks Greenleaf, another son of James of Derby, 
was born there, May 6, 1812. He married a Miss Ward, and 
resides at Winooska Falls, Vt. He is a nciachinist.

James Tabor Greenleaf, a son of James of Derby, was born 
there, Jan. 25, 1819. He married Caroline North of Murray, 
Upper Canada, in 1840. She lived about six years and then 
died, leaving two daughters, Adelaide and Mary. In 1849, Mr. 
Grreenleaf married again, near Burlington, Yt., and resides at 
Waterbury, in that State. 

Luther Leland Grreenleaf, the youngest child of James of 
Derby, was born there, Feb. 7, 1821. He married a Miss Kil- 
lum of Irasburgh, Vt., and resides in Brookline, Mass., near 
Boston, as a merchant. 

Note 64. — Dr. Christopher Grreenleaf was the fifth son of 
Stephen, Sen., of Brattleboro', and was born there in Nov. 1776. 
He married Tabitha Dickinson of Hatfield, and had five child- 
ren. (See Chart XIV.) He was a physician, and settled in 
the practice in the town of La Fargville, Jefferson county, 
N. Y., where he died in May, 1837. 

John Dickinson, the eldest son of Dr. Christopher, married 
Julia Truesdell of Quebec, L. C, on August 14, 1838, and 
has five children. (See Chart XV.) Alfred Fairbanks, the 
second son of Dr. Christopher, married Luoinda Waight on 
August 24, 1831, and had two children. Mrs. Grreenleaf died 
May 21, 1837 ; and in March following he married Eliza Van 
Allen, and has three children. (See Chart XV.) The two 
daughters of Dr. Christopher are married, but nothing definite 
is known of them. 

Note 65. — Joseph Grreenleaf, the sixth son pf Stephen, Sen.^ 
of Brattleboro', was born there, Feb. 28, 1779. He married 

Lydia , and removed to some of the Western States, where 

he died, in 1842. His family remain at the West, but nothing 
further is known of them. 

Note 66. — Thomas Lee Grreenleaf was the youngest child of 
Stephen, Sen., of Braitleboro', and was born there, September 
4, 1783. On March 30, 1806, he married Sarah Marshall, and 
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removed to Watertown, Jefferson Co., N. Y., where he now 
resides — being the last living branch of a large faiT)ily. He 
has had nine children, of whom only four remain, viz. : Eve- 
lina Anvilla, who married S. Phelps ; Eunice Augusta, who 
married B. Wood ; Louisa Lunette, who married B. F. Hunt ; 
and Nancy Ann Ingalls, who is unmarried. Samuel Fairbanks, 
the only son who lived to maturity, was a druggist in New 
York city. He married Sarah Elder, and had one child, Mary 
Augusta, born Sept 14, 1848. He died of consumption at his 
father's house, in September, 1853, at the age of thirty-one. 
(See Chart XV.) 

Note 67. — David Greenleaf of Coventry, Conn., the son of 
Dr. Daniel Greenleaf of Bolton, had three daughters who lived 
to marry, viz. : Mary, born Jan. 7, 1764. She married Don 
Carlos Brigham, of Coventry, where she died, Oct. 30, 1845. 
Nancy, born June 12, 1771. She married Mr. Kingsbury of 
Coventry, and is supposed to be still living — (1854.) Susanna, 
born Dec. 22, 1772 ; married Major John Ripley, of New York 
city, where she died, Nov. 5, 1812. 

Note 68. — David Greenleaf, the eldest son of David, of Cov- 
entry, (see Note 35,) was born there, June 19, 1765. He was 
by trade a silversmith, and resided in the city of Hartford, 
Conn., where he accumulated considerable property, and was 
a military officer of a high rank. He died in March, 1834, 
leaving three sons and several daughters. His sons were 
Charles, David and Daniel. Charles Greenleaf, the eldest son 
of David of Hartford, was born there, June 2, 1788, and there 
resided until his death, in December, 1843. He was a dentist. 
He married Electa Tooker in 1808, by whom he had twelve 
children, viz. : 

1. Charles, who married Caroline B.Wilson, of Harwington, 
and has three children : Charles Henry, Luther Birge, and 
Henry Burnet. He is a dentist, and resides in Essex, Conn. 
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2. William Henry, who married Mary AnnG-rifRn, of Mid- 
dletown,and has three children : Charles Hanry, Sarah Electa, 
and George Nelson. He is a bookbinder, and resides in Hart- 
ford. 

3. Harriet E., who married Spencer L. Plower, of Hartford. 

4. Nancy, who married Leonard Butler, of Hartford. 

5. James M., who married Jane E. Meyer, of Hartford, and 
has three children : James M., Ellen R., and Alice. He is a 
dentist, and resides in Hartford. 

6. Sarah, who married Jacob Morgan, Jan., of Providence, 
R. I., and resides there. 

7. Mary, who married Henry Lester of Hartford. 

8. John, who is unmarried. He follows the sea. 

9. David, who is unmarried. He is a dentist. 

10. Electa, who is unmarried. 

11. Greorge died in infancy. 

12. Jane, who is unmarried. (See Chart XVI.) 

David Grreenleaf of Hartford had a son, David, who married 
a Miss Cooly, of Vernon, Conn., and removed into the Western 
country, and is supposed to be living in Carthage, Illinois. He 
had also a son, Daniel, his youngest child, who married Aura 
Carrington of Hartford. He was a tailor, and resided in Hart- 
ford, where he died, in September, 1846, leaving a daughter, 
Jane, who married Edward Burr of Hartford. 

Note 69. — Daniel Grreenleaf, the second son of David, of 
Coventry, (see Note 35,) was born there, January 19, 1767. 
On Oct. 3, 1791, he was married to Abigail Forsyth, and in 
the following year removed to Mount Hope, Orange Co., N. Y., 
where he died, Dec. 7, 1842. He had four children, viz. • 
Sarah, born July 13, 1794 ; married Joshua Mulock of Mini- 
sink, Orange county, where she now resides, (1854,) John, 
born Feb. 21, 1796, married Emeline Forbes, Feb. 19, 1820 ; 
and was drowned in the Hudson river, by the upsetting of the 
sloop Neptune^ Nov. 23, 1824. His body was found in June 
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following, and buried at Cold Spring. David, the third child 
of Daniel, was born Sept. 2, 1800, and is living, unmarried, 
(1854.) Daniel Ripley, the youngest child of Daniel, was 
born Aug. 27, 1808 j married Hannah Arthur, Oct. 30, 1841, 
and has a son, Daniel, He resides at Mount Hope. John 
Greenleaf, who was drowned as above stated, left two children, 
viz. : Harrison, born July 8, 1821 ; and Sarah Jane, born July 
10, 1823. These are^both married — Harrison to Elmira D. 
Mondone, on April 17, 1845 ; and Sarah Jane to Ira S. Stod- 
dard, Sept. 26, 1842. 

Note 70. — John Greenleaf, the son of David of Coventry, 
(see as above,) was born there Feb. 26, 1774. On March 8, 
1798, he married Martha Tooker. She died April 14, 1819 ; 
and on May 10, 1820, he married the widow Catherine King, , 
formerly Dubois. He died in 1851. He had fourteen children ; 
seven by each wife. The names of these children appear in 
order on Chart No. XVH. Two sons and one daughter have 
died unmarried. Of the living daughters. Keturah, who was 
the eldest child, married Dr. Aaron Davis, and resides in Liv- 
ingston county, N. Y. Mary, the second child, married Ira 
Seybolt — is now a widow, and resides at South Middletown,N. 
Y. Emeline married Thomas Mitchell, and resides at New- 
castle, Del. Louisa married Harvey Hill, and resides at Mini- 
sink, N. Y. Sarah Aramantha married Henry Penny, and 
resides in New York city ; and Adaline, Cordelia, and Char- 
lotte, are unmarried. Of the sons, two are married, viz. : 
Daniel Tucker married Rebecca Peterson ; resides in Seneca 
Co., N. Y. ; and has three children, viz. : John Harvey, born 
Sept. 1832 ; Helen, born 1834 ; and Albert, born 1846. 

Charles Dubois married Julia A. Mapes, in Dec, 1842. He 
resides at Mount Hope, and has two children, viz. : Emma, 
born June 3, 1844 ; and Frederic, born Feb. 21, 1847. 

William Alva, the youngest son of John Greenleaf, studied 
medicine, and was graduated at the Botanical Medical College in 
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Ohio, in Feb. 1847, and is now in the practice at South Mid- 
dletown, Orange county, N.Y. 

Note 71. — William Greenleaf, the youngest child of David 
of Coventry, was born there, Dec. 12, 1779. He married Mary 
Williams of Hartford, Conn. He resides in Stockbridge, Mass. 
He has had six children ; one son and five daughters. The 
son,William, married Hannah Howard, in March 1840, and has 
two children — Harriet Eliza, born Aug. 29, 1840, and William 
Howard, born March 14, 1844. Of the daughters of William 
Greenleaf, Harriet W. died unmarried, Nov. 21, 1845, at the 
age of thirty ; the youngest child, Susan E., resides with her 
parents, unmarried. Sarah, the eldest daughter, married Ben- 
jamin Binney, Nov. 3, 1881. Juliet, the second daughter, mar- 
ried Henry L. Clark, Jan. 16, 1834. Mary Ann, the third 
daughter, married Daniel H. Basset, Jan. 22, 1834. (See Chart 
XVII.) 

Note 72. — ^William Greenleaf, the eldest child of General 
William Grfeenleaf, of Lancaster, Mass., (see Chart XVIII. 
and Note 36,) was born in Boston, January 26, 1766, and 
resided for many years in Ware, Mass., where he died about 
' 1850. In Jan. 1789, he married Maria Eayers, of Boston, and 
had two children, viz. : Edmond Quinoy and William Jose- 
phus. Mrs. G-reenleaf died Jan. 13, 1792, and Mr. Green- 
leaf afterwards married Sarah Ruggles, of Newton, Mass., 
by whom he had five children, viz. : John Ruggles, Anna 
Maria, Eliza, Caroline H., and George Sullivan. 

^Edmund Q. Greenleaf, the eldest child of William of Ware, 
was born there, Oct. 30, 1789. He was married not far from 
1813, and has had two children, viz.: George R. and Sarah 
Eliza. He resides in Lancaster, Mass. 

Wm. J. Greenleaf, the second child of William of Ware, wa« 
born there July 8, 1791. He married Esther Calkins, and 
had seven children. He resided in Canton, Bedford county, 
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Penn., whore he died February 22, 1842. His family remain 
in that re<^ion. 

John R. Greenleaf was the third child of William of Ware. 
He resides in Ware, and has three children, viz. : John Rug- 
glas, Elizabeth, and Sarah. 

William Greenleaf, of Ware, had three daughters, viz. : 
Anna Maria, who married Dr. Albert White, and resides in 
Oakham, Mass.; Eliza, who is single, and resides at Ware ; and 
Caroline H., who is married, and resides in Shutesbury, Mass. 

George S. Greenleaf, the youngest child of William of 
Ware, resides in Springfield, Mass. He has four children, viz. : 
Anna Maria, Julia Ann, John Quinoy, and George Porter. 

Ira B. Greenleaf was the eldest son of Wm. J. Greenleaf of 
Canton, Penn. He was born June 27, 1818. He married 
Hannah Robert, and has two children, viz. : Milton Perry, bom 
February 5, 1844 ; and Esther Maria, born June 5, 1846. 

The eldest daughter of Wm. J. Greenleaf married Albert S. 
Porter. The other children of Wm. J. Greenleaf, four sons 
and one daughter, are supposed to be unmarried as yet. They 
all reside at Canton, Penn. 

Note 73. — General William Greenleaf, of Lancaster, had 
two daughters, viz. : Elizabeth, born Sept. 5, 1769, and died 
in 1814. She married John Gardiner, of Leominster, Mass. 
One of her daughters married William Greenough, and another 
married Ferdinand E. White, both of Boston. The other 
daughter, Sarah, was born Feb. 21, 1773. She married 
Thomas Chase, of Putney, Vt. 

Note 74. — John Hancock Greenleaf, the son of Gen. Wil- 
liam, of Lancaster, (see Note 36 and Chart XIX.,) was born in 
Lancaster, Mass., Dec. 23, 1775. He lejirnt the trade of a 
cabinet-maker and house-joiner in Boston, and then settled 
himself in Granville, Washington county, N. Y., where he 
married Polly Norton on Feb. 1, 1801, In March, 1817, he 
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removed to Tioga county, N. Y., where he died Jan. 28, 1852. 
He was a man of medium size, fair complexion, dark brown 
hair, dark eyes and high forehead. He walked very erect. 
He was a sedate man, of very uniform life, and for nearly fifty 
years was a consistent member of the Baptist church. 

John Hancock Grreenleaf had five children who lived to matu- 
rity. The eldest was John Matthew. He has been twice mar- 
ried : first to Lucy Talcott, on June 20, 1837, by whom he had 
one child who died in infancy. Mrs. Greenleaf died July 4, 
1842, and on Sept. 27, in the following year, he married Eme- 
line Wilbur, and has one son. Mr. Greenleaf is a merchant, 
and resides in Owego, N. Y. 

John Hancock Greenleaf had two daughters, Martha Norton 
and Betsey G-ardner, the youngest of whom married Greorge 
W. Allen. He had also two sons, viz. : William Josephus, 
who married Mary L. Ford, and has seven children ; and Amos 
Canfield, who married Mary Dougherty, and has one child, 
Sarah Amelia, born Nov. 28, 1841. He is a merchant in the 
city of New York. (See Chart XIX.) 

Note 75. — Daniel Grreenleaf, the youngest son of Gen. Wil- 
liam, of Lancaster, was born there Oct. 9, 1778. He married 
Mary Chamberlain, the daughter of Deacon John Chamberlain, 
of Worcester, Mass., where he resided until his death, which 
took place on Dec. 24, 1824. He had five children, viz. : 

William Henry Scott Greenleaf, who was the eldest child of 
Daniel Greenleaf, of Worcester, where he was born May 22, 
1801. He married Myra Joselyn, of Leominster, the daugh- 
ter of Luke and Sarah Joselyn, and has one child, Sarah 
L\icretia, born June 11, 1833. He resides in Worcester. He 
has dropped the middle names, and is known as William only. 

John Chamberlftin Greenleaf, the second son of Daniel of 
Worcester, and brother of the foregoing, was born in Worces- 
ter, Oct. 24, 1806. He married Julia, the daughter of Israel 
and Lucy Whitney, of Worcester, and resides there. He has 
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three children, viz. : John Whitney, born Nov. 29, 1828 ; Levi 
Chamberlain, born March 3, 1835 ; and Mary Chamberlain, 
born Deo. 23, 1839. 

Daniel Greenleaf, of Worcester, had three daughters, viz. : 
Mary Elizabeth, born March 29, 1803. She married Tyler 
Gibbs, and resides in Norwich, Conn. Sarah Qiiinoy, born 
Feb. 2, 1808. She married Matthew Bird, and resides in 
Boston ; and Dolly Ann, born Sept. 2, 1812, and resides in Wor- 
cester, unmarried. 

Note 76. — John Greenleaf, the eldest son of Calvin, of Bol- 
ton, was bornthe%, March 20, 1767. He married Abigail 
Townsend, and resided in Woodstock, Vt., where he died about 
the year 1842. He left three sons, Calvin, Charles and John. 
John died single ; Charles resided in Roxborough, Vt. ; and 
Calvin is a minister, and resides in the State of Ohio. 

Note 77. — Daniel Greenleaf, the son of Calvin, of Bolton, 
was born there, Nov. 2, 1771. He married Sarah Townsend, 
and has one son. He resides in Swanzey, N. H. 

Note 78. — Calvin Greenleaf, of Bolton, had two daughters 
who lived to maturity : Betsey, who married Levi Moore, of 
Bolton, where she now resides, and Dolly, who married Martin 
Houghton. 

Note 79. — Elias Greenleaf was another son of Calvin of 
Bolton. He married Nancy Townsend, and has two sons, 
Calvin and Elias. This branch of the family resides in Chit- 
tenden, Vt. 

Note 80. — Moses Greenleaf, the youngest child of Calvin 
of Bolton, was born Jan. 18, 1786. He resided in Bolton. He 
m3.rried Experience Sawyer, in 1814, and had seven children, 
viz. : Silas S., who married Mary Knowell ; Sarah, who is 
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married ; Calvin, who married Mary B. Wheeler, and has a son 
born May, 1847 ; Betsey, who is also married, together with 
Laban, Loren, and Thora. In 1830, Mrs. Grreenleaf died, and 
after about five years, Mr. Greenleaf married Lucy Sawyer, of 
Berlin. (See Charts IV. and XX., with Notes 37, and from 
76 to 80.) 

Note 81. — David Greenleaf, the eldest son of Daniel of New- 
bury, and the grandson of John, Sen., was born in Newbury, 
July 25, 1721. He resided for some years in Boston; was a 
man of considerable property, and at one time held the office 
of Town Treasurer. He afterwards became poor, and removed 
to Newburyport, where he died in June, 1785, at the age of 
sixty-four years. He married Sarah Lamson, and had one 
child only, viz. : Daniel. 

Daniel Greenleaf, the only child of David, of Newburyport, 
was born there in 1753. He was at sea for some little time 
during the war of the Revolution, and was once a prisoner. 
When he was over thirty years of age he married Polly Bridges, 
and had six children. (See Chart XXV.) 

About the year 1800, Mr. Greenleaf removed from Newbury- 
port to the town of Rumford in Maine, where he died in 1839, 
at the age of eighty-six. His children reside in Oxford county, 
Maine, in or near Rumford. Two sons, William and Charles, 
are living unmarried now, (1854,) both over sixty years of age. 
Sarah, the eldest daughter, married Joseph Berry, and has 
deceased. Mary, the second daughter, is living, the wife of 
Stephen Ethridge ; and James B., the youngest son, married 
Sybil Goddard, and has nine children. 

Note 82. — Hon. Jonathan Greenleaf was the sixth child and 
second son of Daniel Greenleaf, of Newbury, and brother of 
the foregoing. He was born in Newbury in July, 1723, and 
resided there all his life. His father was drowned when he 
was but little over five years of age, and his mother was left in 
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very destitute circumstances, with a large family of children. 
At seven years of age he was apprenticed to Hr. Edward Pres- 
bury, and learnt the trade of a ship-carpenter. At the age of 
twenty-one ho married Mary Fresbury , the daughter of his mas- 
ter, with whom ho lived more than sixty years. They had nine 
children. He carried on the business of shipbuilding in per- 
son for about twenty years, and after this carried it on more 
extensively, and accumulated a large estate. From about the 
year 1768 to 1792, he was much in publio life, and the stirring 
scenes of the Revolution engaged his energies. For the whole 
of that time he sustained some publio office. He was a mem- 
ber of the Continental Congress at the commencement of the 
war, and after that in the Senate, the Council, or House of 
Representatives. He died of old age, May 24, 1807. His wife 
died but a few days previous. They lie buried near the east- 
ern gate, on '' Burying Hill." Mr. Greenleaf was a well-built 
man, but of rather small size. He had a high forehead, a 
large aquiline nose, full dark hazel eyes, and rather prominent 
front teeth, which he retained to the last. His early advan- 
tages for education were limited, but he was a man of consid- 
erable reading, and had a large share of^ood common sense, 
joined with a good knowledge of human nature ; and in addi- 
tion to this, he possessed a remarkably kind and conciliating 
disposition.. Even the tones of his voice were gentle and per- 
suasive, and he was very frequently resorted to as a peacemaker 
between contending parties ; and although he was not much of 
a speaker in public, yet he almost uniformly carried the point 
he had espoused. His dress was remarkably uniform— the 
entire suit being always of one color ; usually in his later years 
being deep blue, or drab. He generally wore shoes, with oval 
silver buckles, a full white wig, after the fashion of his day, 
and a cocked hat. He walked very upright to the last ; his 
gait being a fneasured and moderate step. He seldom walked 
fast. His manners were plain, unassuming, but very polite. 
He was a religious man from early life — becoming a member 
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of the Church about the time of his marriage in 1744 ; and he 
continued to maintain an exemplary Christian character to the 
close of his life in 1807. For many years he was an elder in 
the First Presbyterian Church in Newburyport. In doctrine he 
was a strict Calvinist, andjn practice a consistent Christian. 
Nothing but absolute necessity kept him from public worship 
on the Sabbath, and he was scarce ever known to omit regular 
morning and evening family worship. 

Note 83. — Simon Grreenleaf was the son of Jonathan G-reen- 
leaf of Newburyport, and the eldest of the family who lived 
to manhood. He was born in 1752. In very early life he was 
greatly afflicted with rheumatism ; insomuch that he became 
somewhat deformed in body, being hunch-backed. He is said 
to have been a young man of some genius and wit ; having a 
handsome face, and agreeable manners. He was extravagantly 
fond of dress, in which he greatly indulged, probably to conceal 
his personal defects, and was rather a gay young man. When 
about twenty-one years of age he married Hannah Osgood, of 
Andover, Mass. He had learned the trade of a goldsmith, but 
was never able to engage in much active business, and soon 
declined — dying of consumption in 1776, at the age of twenty- 
four years. His widow afterwards married Captain John Lee, 
of Andover. Mr. Grreenleaf left one son, named Jonathan, 
after his father, born about 1775. He was never married, and 
died suddenly in the year 1798, of yellow fever, on board of 
the U. S. Frigate Essex, where he was a midshipman. The 
family name is extinct in this branch. 

Note 84. — Jonathan G-reenleaf, of Newburyport, had two 
daughters who married, viz. : Sarah^ born in 1753, and died 
of old age in 1839. She married Captain William P.Johnson, 
and resided in Newburyport. Dr. Jonathan G-. Johnson, and 
Eleazer Johnson, Esq., twin brothers, now of Newburyport, 
are her youngest children. Her sister was Catherine, born in 
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17o9, and died of paralysis in 1838. She married Mr. Anthony 
Davenport ol Newburyport, as his third wife. 

\oTi: So. — Moses (jrrecnieaf was the second son of Jonathan 
Greenlcaf oi" Newburyport, who li,ved to manhood. He was 
born May 19, 1755. Ho was bred a ship-carpenter, but at the 
age of nineteen entered the American army as a lieutenant. 
In 177G ho was commissioned as a captain, and served until 
nearly the close of the war. In 1781 he commenced the busi- 
ness of shipbuilding in Newburyport, in connection with his 
father ; and from that time till the year 1790, they built 
twenty-two sail of ships and brigs. Their ship-yard was a 
little south of the lower " Long Wharf," about where '* John- 
son's Wharf" is now built, and directly opposite the house 
now (1854) occupied by George Greenleaf, which was the 
dwelling-house of Hon. Jonathan Greenleaf. Moses Greenleaf, 
and his younger brother Enoch, both occupied the large old 
house " up the yard." In November, 1790, Moses Greenleaf 
removed with his family to the town of New Gloucester, in 
the State of Maine, where he followed farming until his death, 
which took place from a cancer in his face, Dec. 18, 1812, at 
the age of fiftj^-seven years and seven months. 

In August, 1776, Captain Greenleaf married Lydia Parsons, 
the daughter of Rev. Jonathan Parsons of Newburyport, and 
had five children. (See Chart XXV.) Mrs. Greenleaf survived 
her husband more than twenty years, dying suddenly of cramp 
in the stomach, March 21, 1834, at the age of 79. She was 
buried in Williamsburg, Me., where she then resided, with her 
eldest son. 

Captain Greenleaf was a well-proportioned man, about five 
feet eleven inches in height, fair complexion, high forehead, 
dark hazel eyes, and a nose somewhat aquiline. His hair was 
very dark, nearly black, which he wore queued, with the ear- 
locks and foretop braided, turned back, and tied in with the 
queue. Becoming a military man in early life, he acquired a 
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military air, which he maintained through life, walking very 
erect, with a firm step. Mrs. Grreenleaf, his wife, was a small 
woman, below the middle size, of dark complexion, piercing 
black eyes, and a prominent chin. She was remarkably quick 
in her movements, walking very upright to the last, with a 
rapid and elastic step. She had a remarkably self-denying and 
benevolent spirit. 

Note 86. — Moses Greenleaf, Jun., was the eldest child of 
Capt. Moses, and was born in Newburyport, Oct. 17th, 1777. 
At the age of 13, his father removed to New Grioucester, in the 
State of Maine, where he was brought up. Although he had 
no special advantages for education, he was a very thorough 
English scholar, and particularly as a mathematician, in which 
he was excelled by few. 

In his early life he was engaged in trade, first at New Glou- 
cester, and then at Bangor. He afterwards entered into some 
land speculations, and finally settled himself on a farm inWii- 
liamsburgh, Me., in the then county of Penobscot, now Piscata- 
quis, where he was one of the first settlers. He was engaged for 
many years in the work of land surveying, during which time 
he constructed and published a map of Maine, with a ** Statis- 
tical View" of about 150 pages, 8vo. In 1829, he published a 
new map, on a scale much enlarged and improved, accompa- 
nied by a '^Survey of Maine," in an octavo volume of nearly 500 
pages, and an Atlas exhibiting various features of the State, 
titles of land, &c. For many years he was one of the principal 
acting magistrates in the county where he lived, and for several 
years was an associate Justice of the Court of Sessions. On 
Feb. 11th, 1805, he married PersisPoor, of Andover, Me., the 
daughter of Dea. Ebenezer Poor, by whom he had four child- 
ren. (See Chart XXV.) He died in Williamsburgh, March 
20th, 1834, of erysipelas, aged 56 years. His wife survived 
him for 17 years, dying Jan. 18th, 1851, at the age of 75. 

In person Mr. Grreenleaf was about five feet ten inches high, 
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of a very open, fair countenance, rather large features, high 
cheek-bones, brown hair, and dark hazel eyes. He stooped a 
little when walking, and from the effect of a fever in early life, 
was at times a little lame in one leg, and generally walked 
with a cane. Being of a speculative turn of mind , in early 
life he was rather sceptical in religion, but he became a serious 
man many years before his death, regularly maintained family 
prayer, and was in communion with the Episcopal Church. 

Of the four children of Moses G-reenleaf, Jun., the eldest, 
Ebenezer P., married Mary Abigail Lee, the daughter of Col. 
Joseph Lee, of Milo, Me., and had five children. (See Chart 
XXV.) He resided first in WilRamsburgh, and then in Milo, 
where his wife died in 1847. He afterwards removed to Illi- 
nois, and died suddenly at Alton, July 14th, 1853. 

The second child of Moses, Jun., was Clara Parsons. She 
married Rev. William C. Greenleaf, a distant relative, (see Note 
15,) who died in 1851, and she is living a widow. The third 
child of Moses, Jun., was Lydia Grriswold. She married Sam- 
uel John Wilder, and had one child, John Arthur. She is now 
a widow. The youngest child of Moses, Jun., was Moses. He 
married Martha Laurens Lee, of Milo. They have no child- 
ren. He and his sisters reside in Illinois. 

Note 87. — Clarina Parsons Greenleaf was the only daugh- 
ter of Capt. Moses. She was born in Newburyport, Nov. 12th, 
1779, and married Elezer Alley Jenks of Portland, Nov. 26, 
1801. He was a printer, editing and publishing the " Gazette 
of Maine," at Portland, for several years. They had three 
children : one has deceased ; one daughter, Elizabeth A. Jenks, 
is living unmarried at Brown ville, Me. ; and one son, E. A. 
Jenks, Esq., is also living at Brownville. Mr. Jenks was 
drowned, in company with 16 others, by the wrecking of a 
packet on Richmond's Island, near Portland harbor, on July 
12th, 1807. Mrs. Jenks lived a widow more than 30 years, 
dying of a fever at the house of her youngest son in Brownville,

Dec. 13th, 1841, at the age of 62 years. In person Mrs. Jenks 
was tall and slim : she was of very light complexion, with light 
hair, and light eyes. She was a woman of much reading, had 
a well-cultivated mind, excelled as a letter-writer, and had a 
good poetical talent. She became interested in religion in the 
winter preceding the death of her husband, and united with 
the Congregational church in New Gloucester in the following 
year. 

Note 88. — Ebenezer G-reenleaf was the second son of Capt. 
Moses, and was born in Newbury port, Nov. 23d, 1781, and 
brought up in New Grloucester. At the age of 19 he com- 
menced going to sea, which he followed for his principal business 
for about seven years, passing through the several grades, until 

for some years he was master, and commanded one of the packet- 

* 

ships from Portland to Liverpool. After leaving the sea he 
resided at Andover, Me., thei> at New Grloucester, and then re- 
moved to Williamsburgh, Me., where he continued to reside till 
his death, employed as a farmer and land surveyor. He died 
of the dropsy, Nov. 29th, 1851, at the age of 70. In Sept. 
1808, he married Hannah Dennison Haskell, of New Glouces- 
ter, by whom he had 8 children. (See Chart XIVI.) Mrs. 
Greenleaf died at Williamsburgh, April 1st, 1839, at the age 
of 55, and in Jan. 1846, Capt. Greenleaf was married to Mrs. 
Elizabeth Morrill, who survives him. Capt. Greenleaf was a 
stout-built man, about five feet eleven inches in height, of a light 
complexion, light gray eyes, and light brown hair. He gene- 
rally walked very quick and upright He was considered' a 
very good navigator, a skilful shipmaster, and was a man of 
much personal daring. His eight children were Elezer Alley, 
who married Susan P.Greely. Ho is an Episcopal minister, 
and now resides in Minnesota. Ho has no children. Persis 
Poor, who married Adam H. Merrill, and resides in Williams- 
burgh, Me. Marshfield Parsons, who married Lydia Haskell 
of Banville, Me. He resides in Williamsburgh, and has no 
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children. Hannah Dennison, who married Albert Harris, of 
Brunswick, Me. She died in Oct. 1840, and Mr. Harris mar- 
ried Elizabeth Jenks, another daughter of Ebenezer, as his 2d 
wife, and removed to Minnesota, where she died in April, 1853. 
Frderick William was the third son of Ebenezer. He mar- 
ried Caroline AY. Otis, of Boston, resided in Worcester, and died 
in July, 1850, leaving one son, Edward Hale, bom in 1843. 
Simon, the youngest son of Ebenezer, married Frances Jane 
Foss, and they have three children. They reside in Minneso- 
ta. Phebe Grriswold, the youngest child of Ebenezer, married 
Edwin Williard, and resides in Brownvilie, Me. 

Note 89. — Simon Greenleaf was the third son of Capt. 
Moses, and was born in Newburyport, Dec. 5th, 1783. He 
received an academic education at the "Latin School" in New- 
buryport, under the tuition of Mr. Michael Walsh ; studied law 
with Ezekiel Whitman, Esq, then of New Grloucester, but 
afterwards of Portland, and Chief Justice of Maine. He was 
admitted to the Bar in Cumberland county, Me., in 1805, 
opened an office first in Standish, then in Grrey, and then in 
Portland. For several years he was reporter of decisions of 
the Supreme Court of Maine. In 1833, he was appointed 
Professor of Law at Harvard College, which office he resigned 
after about 15 years of service, retiring into private life. He 
resided in Cambridge, Mass., where he died very suddenly, on 
Oct. 6th, 1853, aged 70. In August, 1806, Mr. Greenleaf 
married Hannah Kingman, of Bridgewater, Mass. They had 
fifteen children, eleven of whom died in infancy. For the 
other four, see Chart XXVI. Mr. Grreenleaf was a grave, sedate- 
looking man, and very quiet in his movements. He was about 
five feet ten inches in height, rather stout-built, full face, with 
a small sharp eye, nearly black. His original hair was very 
dark brown. 

The religion of Mr. Greenleaf was somewhat peculiar, par- 
taking very largely of the character of his mind. He began to 
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think seriously on this subject about the year 1808, while he 
resided in Grey, although he made no public profession by 
uniting with any church, until aft^r his removal to Portland, 
in 1818. He was very slow in admitting the peculiarities of 
what, for distinction's sake, we term the orthodox faith, exam- 
ining the ground inch by inch, with as much care as he would 
the merits of an important law case committed to his manage- 
ment ; and when this was done, and he had honestly adopted 
that faith as his own, which he did, he held it to his dying-day 
with a tenacity strong as life itself. Yet religion was not with 
him a dry system of doctrines, but a living and active princi- 
ple of love to Grod and love to man. For the last thirty years 
of his life he was one of the most spiritually-minded men, evi- 
dently intent on walking humbly with God, and doing good to 
the bodies and souls of his fellow-men ; scarce ever writing a 
letter of friendship even, without breathing in it a prayer, or 
delivering some gospel message. Thus he moved quietly on, as 
years increased upon him, with the evidence of his piety becom- 
ing brighter and brighter, especially to those who saw him in pri- 
vate life, until, the light becoming too bright to shine any longer 
oh earth, it was suddenly removed to heaven, whete its splen- 
dor could for ever increase. 

The following sketch of Mr. Greenleaf is copied from the 
" Cambridge Chronicle" of October 8th, 1853, which publish- 
ed his death, and is believed to present some points in his 
character in a very true light. 

"As an instructor he was greatly beloved, and his lectures 
and teachings were clear, distinct, and practical. As a coun- 
sellor he was clear, safe, and practical. His advice was al- 
ways characterized by a weight of common sense as well as 
legal skill, which was sufficient to secure confidence while it 
gave direction. As a man, he possessed a weight of character 
which insured for him the esteem of all who enjoyed his so- 
ciety, or came within the circle of his influence. Affable, 
polite, courteous, frank, and liberal-minded, he secured the con- 
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fidence of his fellow-citizens and neighbors, who will sincerely 
mourn his loss as that of a good man. 

'^ Combined with varied and learned attainments, he pos- 
sessed great simplicity of character, which seemed to set off, as 
if in bold relief, those characteristics for which he was so tmly 
distinguished. To all other attainments were added those of 
a mind eminently benevolent and devout ; and, while scrupu- 
lously exact in all his relations with his fellow-men, he was 
not unmindful of his relations to God. His benevolence was 
of an active kind, and ho took a lively interest in many of the 
benevolent institutions and associations of the day. Devoted 
as he was to the duties of his profession, he felt a yet deeper 
interest in the moral wants of humanity, and his name will 
long be identified with many noble plans for the improvement 
and benefit of the race. 

" That Professor Grreenleaf was an industrious man, his 
many labors, his faithful discharge of his professional duties, 
as well as numerous works written and edited by him, will 
testify. The following are some of the works which have pro- 
ceeded from his pen :

Simon Greenleaf had four children who lived to maturity, 
viz. : Patrick Henry, who married Margaret L. Johnson, and 
has had eight children : two have died, and four sons and two 
daughters are living, all unmarried, except the eldest daughter, 
who married Rev. Mr. Homer, of New Bedford, Mass. (See 
Chart XXVI.) P. H. Greenleaf was graduated at Bowdoin 
College ; is an Episcopal minister, and resides in Madison, 
Ind. Charlotte Kingman, the second child of Simon, married 
Rev. Samuel Fuller, D. D., now of Andover, Mass. 

James, the third child of Simon, was graduated at Dart- 
mouth College ; married Mary Longfellow, of Portland. They 
have no children. He resides in Cambridge. Caroline Au- 
gusta, the youngest child of Simon, married Rev. Andrew 

Croswell, of Newton, Mass. 

» 
Note 90. — Jonathan Greenleaf was the youngest child of 
Capt. Moses, and was born in Newburyport, Sept. 4, 1785, and 
brought up on a farm in New Gloucester, Me. He united with 
the Congregational church in New Gloucester, in Oct. 1807 ; 
studied divinity with the Rev. Francis Brown, of North Yar- 
mouth, and was licensed to preach by the Cumberland Associ- 
tion in September, 1814. Ordained at Wells, Me., March 8th, 
1815. Dismissed and settled as pastor of the Mariners' Church 
in Boston, in September, 1828 ; removed to New York as Cor- 
responding Secretary of the American Seaman's Friend So- 
ciety, Dec, 1833 ; resigned that office in November, 1841, 
and installed pastor of the Wallabout Presbyterian Church, in 
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Brooklyn, March 8, 1843. Oa Nov. 2, 1814, he was married 
to Sarah Johnson, of New Gloucester, and they have had six 
children, (see Chart XXVI.,) viz. : Sarah Johnson, born Sept. 
18', 1815 ; died in infancy ; Mary Presbury, born Feb. 9, 1817 ; 
married Lucius Kimball, of Lyndon, Vt. ; has no children ; 
Jonathan Parsons, born Nov. 3, 1818 ; graduated at Rutgers 
College ; married Mary L. Terhune, of New Brunswick, N. J.; 
was a Presbyterian minister ; died at sea, of hemorrhage of the 
lungs, Feb. 22, 1843 ; left no children ; Catharine Davenport, 
born Dec. 2U, 1819 ; married John D. McKenzie, of Brooklyn, 
has had six children ; Ann Elizabeth, born Jan. 23, 1822 ; 
married Edward A. Cahoon, of Lyndon, Vt., has no children ; 
Sarah Joanna, born June 6, 1832 ; she was born in Lyndon^ 
Vt., the others in Wells, Me. 

Note 91.— Enoch Q-reenleaf was the third son of Hon. Jon- 
athan, of Newburyport, and was born there, Oct. 11, 1757. 
He resided in Newburyport, where he kept a store. He was 
twice married, 1st, to Mary Stone, who lived but a few years, 
and 2d, to Dorothy Ingersoll, who outlived him by nearly 
twenty years. He was somewhat of a military man, and 
commanded a company of artillery for several years. He died 
of consumption, January 9, 1798, aged 40. By his second 
marriage he had four children. (See Chart XXVH.) In his 
face. Captain Greenleaf somewhat resembled his father, but 
was several inches taller. He had light auburn hair, which, 
after the fashion of that day, he wore clubbed, and dressed 
with powder. 

Of the four children of Enoch Greenleaf, George married 
Elizabeth Cogswell Wheelwright, the daughter of Captain 
Abraham Wheelwright, of Newburyport. She died in May, 

1844, and he married Mrs. Huse. Dolly married Henry 

S. Pearson, of Portland, where she died, Dec. 12, 1841. Enoch 
died in infancy ; and Caroline married Jonathan Call, of 
Charlestown, Mass., where she died in 1831. George Greenleaf, 
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the son of Enoch by his first marriage, had eight children, viz.: 
Mary Ann, born Sept. 29, 1814 ; died Deo. 30, 1844 ; George, 
born Aug. 31, 1816 ; died at sea, March 11, 1840 ; Elizabeth 
W., born Aug. 26, 1818 ; died Sept 1819 ; Abraham W., born 
Dec. 6, 1820 ; died April 20, 1842 ; Caroline E., born February 
8, 1823 ; Laura W., born Oct. 31, 1825 ; died July, 1853 ; 
Rebecca K., born Nov. 4, 1827 ; died Aug. 7, 1830 ; Rebecca 
W., born Nov. 14, 1832. 

Note 92. — ^Richard Greenleaf was the youngest son of Hon. 
Jonathan, of Newburyport, and was born there, July 3, 1762. 
He followed the sea for several years, and retained through 
life somewhat of the gait and air of a sailor. His speech and 
manner wore rapid and vivacious ; he was naturally witty, a 
man of fine genius and taste, a great lover of fun, very social, 
and the life of company where he went. He had a good taste 
for painting, and there is still in the family a very striking 
likeness of his mother, from his hand. In person, he was about 
five feet ten inches in height, had a high forehead, and hair 
nearly black, which he wore queued. He married Marcia 
Tappan, the daughter of Caleb Tappan, of Hampton. They 
had three children. Mr. Grreenleaf died of consumption, Feb. 
11, 1796. His wife survived him for more than thirty years, 
dying in Brunswick, Me., May 23, 1832, at the age of 68. 

Of the three children of Richard, Richard, Jr., born in New- 
bury, Mass., July 11, 1787 ; married Sophia Leavitt, of Hamp- 
ton, N. H., where he resided for several years. For many 
years past he has resided in Brunswick, Me. He is an acting 
magistrate, and much engaged in public business in the town 
and county. Mary, born June 27, 1789 ; married Richard T. 
Dunlap, of Brunswick, Me., where she died, July 9, 1834 ; 
William, born June 11, 1792 ; died in infancy. 

Richard Grreenleaf, Jr., had five children, viz. : Marcia, born 
in Hampton, N. H., Feb. 25, 1822 ; married Capt. Richard 
Merryman, and resides in Brunswick, Me. ; Jonathan Leavitt, 
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born in Hampton, N. H., Jan. 30, 1825 ; died Nov. 7, 1842 ; 
Charles W., born in Hampton, Nov. 18, 1828 ; John O'Brien, 
born in Brunswick, March 2, 1832 ; Mary, born in Brunswick, 
Nov. 27, 1837. (See Chart XXVII.) ^ 

Note 93. — Hon. Benjamin Greenleaf was the youngest child 
of John Greenleaf, 3d, who was the second son of John, Sen. 
He was born in March, 1732 ; was graduated at Harvard Col- 
lege in 1751, and for many years was Judge of Probate in Es- 
sex county, Mass. Ho resided at Newburyport, where he died 
suddenly of disease of the heart, on Jan. 11, 1797. He was 
twice married : 1st, to Elizabeth Chauncey, a daughter of Dr. 
Chauncey, by whom he had one son and five daughters. Judge 
Greenleaf was married a second time to Mrs. Derby, a widow 
lady, who had been married twice before. She survived him 
for many years. 

John Greenleaf of Newburyport, was the only son of Judge 
Benjamin Greenleaf, and is generally distinguished at New- 
buryport as " Colonel John." He was born not far from 1760, 
and died about 1830. He was twice married: 1st, to Elizabeth 
Coates, only child of Captain Coates, of Newburyport. Sie 
lived but little over a year, leaving an infant daughter, Mehit- 
able Coates, born March 20, 1790. This child lived but a few 
months after its mother. After this Colonel Greenleaf mar- 
ried as a second wife, the widow of Capt. Thomas Greenleaf, 
a distant relative of his own. She was a very sensible woman, 
and much respected. By this marriage, Col. Greenleaf had 
one son, John, born June 22, 1795. He is now (1854) living 
in Topsham, Me. This son married Fraisilette Cutler Lane, 
the daughter of Capt. Francis Lane, of Newburyport, Jan. 19, 
1825, and has had five children. (See Chart No. XXVIII.) His 
eldest son, Charles Chauncey Greenleaf, was married Sept. 31, 
1849, to Clara Robie, of Chester, N. H. 

Judge Benjamin Greenleaf had five daughters, viz. : Eliza- 
beth, named after her mother, born about 1761. . She married 
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Chief Justice Parsons, of Mass. Sarah, born June 21, 1763. 
Mary and Hannah, twins, born Nov. 1, 1765 ; Hannah married 
Mr. Robert Boyd of Portland, Me. Mary was never married. 
Jane, bom July 23d, 1768, who married Mr. Ralph Cross, of 
Portland, Me. 

NoTB 94. — Timothy Greenleaf, the second son of John, Jr., 
and brother of Joshua, Sen., (see Chart XXXI., and Note 17,) 
was born 1719. He resided in Newburyport, where he died 
in 1764. He married Susanna Greenleaf, the daughter of Ben- 
jamin Grreenleaf, a distant relative, and had nine children. His 
widow survived him for about four years. The two eldest 
children of Timothy Greenleaf were daughters, viz. : Anne, 
who married Woodbridge Hunt, and Sarah, who married Capt. 
OfBn Boardman. 

The eldest son of Timothy bore the name of his father. He 

married Joanna , of Ipswich, and had one son, who also 

bore the name of Timothy. This Timothy, 3d, married in New- 
buryport, where he resided for a few years, and then removed 
to Claremont, N. H. About the year 1808, he removed to Sa- 
lem, where he kept a boarding-house : but becoming somewhat 
reduced in property, he entered as steward on board of a pri- 
vateer, during the war of 1812, and was taken prisoner and 
carried to England. After his return, he died in Portsmouthi 
N. H., in 1823. His widow is still living, at an advanced age, 
with her daughter, the wife of Mr. Oliver Bailey, of Manches- 
ter, N. H. Timothy Greenleaf, 3d, had three sons, perhaps 
more. John and Samuel died young. William 0. was bom in 
Claremont, N. H., and died in New York, May 30, 1829. He 
left two daughters : Mary Eliza, born July 10, 1825 ; married 
to Jesse B. Edwards, of Salem, Mass. ; and Sarah Howe, born 
April 11, 1827. His widow now keeps a boarding-house in 
Salem, Mass. 

Caleb Greenleaf was the youngest child of Timothy, Sen., 
the son of John, Jun. He was but five years of age at the 
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death of his father, and but nine at the death of his mother. 
For several years after this he lived with his oldest sister, who 
was the wife of Woodbridge Hunt. Mr. Hunt was his guar- 
dian. He learned the tradeof asaddler,but did not followit, and 
lived on a farm in Haverhill, Mass. In 1785, when at the age 
of 24, he married Susanna Emerson, the youngest daughter of 
William Emerson, of Methuen. He had seven children. (See 
Chart XXXn.) He died at the age of 77, Jan. 28, 1836. 'Mr.' 
Greenleaf was a well-built man, but rather below the common 
size. He was a man of much reading and well versed in his- 
tory. He wrote a handsome hand, was Parish Clerk for a 
great number of years, and was employed to a considerable 
eilttent in drafting wills, deeds, &o. He was a very moral man 
all his days, but did not make a public profession of religion 
until late in life. 

Caleb Greenleaf had five children who lived to maturity. 
The eldest was Benjamin, born Sept. 25, 1786, graduated at 
Dartmouth College in 1813 — married Lucretia Kimball, daugh- 
ter of Col. James Kimball, of Bradford, Mass., Nov. 20, 1821 — 
has always resided in Bradford, having for many years had 
charge of the Academy in that place. He is the author of 
" Greenleaf's Arithmetic," and some other similar works. 
Samuel E. Greenleaf, the second son of Caleb, was born May 7, 
1788. He married Sarah Hale, of Haverhill, Mass., and 
had six children, the eldest of whom was Moses Poor, born 
about 1812, married Susan Allen, and had a son, Benjamin, 
born about 1847. Moses P. Greenleaf was a physician, and 
settled in West Newton, Mass., where he died, much lamented, 
June 23, 1848. Mary, a daughter of Samuel E. Greenleaf, 
married George Marston, of Lowell, Mass. 

Anne, a daughter of Caleb Greenleaf, married John Cron- 
dell of Haverhill, Mass., and Susanna, another daughter, mar- 
ried Jennes Hawkins. 

Wm. Greenleaf, the youngest son of Caleb who lived to matu- 
rity, was born Dec. 7, 1795. He married Eliza Gordon, of 
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Salem, Mass., and has two children, Luoretia Kimball and 
Benjamin "William. 

Benjamin Greenleaf, of Bradford, has had nine children, the 
eldest born Sept. 13, 1822, and the youngest, May 15, 1836 ; 
six of whom died in infancy, leaving three daughters, viz. : 
pmily Ann, the eldest child ; Lydia Kimball, the younfest ; 
and Betsey Payson, bcJrn April 6, 1828. 

Note 95. — Enoch Grreenleaf, of the city of York, England, 
was a silk-dyer in the reign of Charles I. He was a lieute- 
nant under Oliver Cromwell, and served also under Richard 
Cromwell, and was in the army of the Protector under Gene- 
ral Monk, at the time of the restoration of Charles II. It does 
not appear that he ever came to America. Neither is it cer- 
tainly known whether he was related to Edmund Grreenleaf of 
Newbury. One fact would lead us to suppose that he was : 
he had a daughter named Rooksby, and the same singular 
name appears in the family of Edmund Grreenleaf. (See Chart 
III. and Note 25.) Perhaps he was a younger brother to Ed- 
mund. 

Note 96. — Enoch Gl-reenleaf, Jun., the son of Enoch, of 
York, came to America about the year 1670, and settled him- 
self in Maiden, near Boston. He married Bethiah Woodman, 
of Boston, on Oct. 20, 1675, and had two children, both of 
whom died in infancy. His wife died not long after the birth 
of her second child, and on August 29, 1679, he married Cath- 
erine Truesdale, who died in Cambridge, in August, 1712, at 
the age of 59. By this marriage he had eight children, six of 
whom died in infancy. Two sons were left : of the eldest, Jo- 
seph, nothing is known : of the youngest child, William, see 
next note. 

Note 97.-— William Greenleaf, the youngest child of Enoch, 
Jun., was bred a hatter in Boston, where he continued to re- 
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side. On June 10, 1714, he married Mary Shattuok, and had 
eleven children. Mrs. Greenleaf died August 18, 1732, and in 
March of the following year, he married Ruth Ruggles, and 
had three children. Of his fourteen children, two by the first 
marriage, and two by the second, are known to have died in 
infeincy. One daughter, Mary, born in 1722, married a Col. 
Leverett of Windsor, Vt. A son, Enoch, married a Miss 
Grridley, but left no children. William, the eldest son, born in 
1716, lived to be more than 40 years of age, but nothing more 
is known of him. Neithei^ is any thing known of five daugh- 
ters, viz : Catherine, Susanna, Abigail, Elizabeth, and Han- 
nah. Of Joseph, see the two following notes, and of Oliver, see 
note 99. 

Note 98. — Joseph Greenleaf, the son of William, was born 
Nov. 10, 1720, and died in Maiden, in 1810, aged 90. On Oct. 
17th, 1749, he married Abigail Payne, the daughter of Rev. 
Thomas Payne, of Weymouth, Ma&s., and who afterwards be- 
came a merchant in Boston. The wife of Mr. Payne was Eu- 
nice Treat, the daughter of Rev. Samuel Treat, of Cape Cod. 
He was the son of Gov. Treat, of Connecticut. This Samuel 
Treat married Abigail Williard, the daughter of Rev. Mr." Wil- 
liard, of Groton, Mass., and afterwards pastor of the Old South 
Church in Boston. 

Hon. Robert Treat Payne, a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Massachusetts, was the only son of Rev. Thomas Payne, and 
brother to the wife of Joseph Greenleaf. The mother of the 
Rev, Th^as Payne was the daughter of a Mr. Thatcher, from 
whose sister Judith, "Point Judith," a noted point on the 
south coast of Rhode Island, takes its name. The tradition is, 
that in former times she with her father were on board a small 
vessel which got aground on that point, and came near being 
wrecked. She rendered great service, and the vessel was 
saved ; and in remembrance of this the crew called the point 
after her name. 
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Joseph Greenleaf of Maiden, who married Abigail Payne, had 
seven children, viz: Abigail, born 1750, and died young. Joseph, 
born 1754, and died 1772, aged 18. Abigail, born Feb. 28, 1753, 
married Rev. Ezra Weld, of Braintree, Mass., and left two sons, 
Joseph Greenleaf, and Thomas. Thomas Greenleaf, born 1755. 
(See Note 100.) Mary, born 1757, died 1804, married Nathan- 
iel Hewins, left no children. Catherine, born June 11, 1760, 
married Dr. Joseph Rhodes, and left two sons and three daugh- 
ters ; and Eunice Payne, born August 7, 1762, married William 
Prentiss, July 15^ 1790, had one son born in Washington, D.C., 
in 1796, and died in New York, in 1803. 

Note 99. — Oliver Greenleaf, the youngest son of William, 
and half-brother to Joseph, of Maiden, was born about 1737. 
He married Dorcas Welch, and had five children, viz: George, 
Oliver Cromwell, Joseph, Ruth and Dorcas. George, the eld- 
est, died Feb. 7, 1818. Joseph died in 1816. Oliver Crom- 
well kept a book-store in Washington street, Boston, for several 
years. He died about the year 1835. 

Note 100. — Thomas Greenleaf, the son of Joseph, of Mai- 
den, was bred a printer. He resided in the city of New York, 
where he died of the yellow fever, in 1798, at the age of 43. 
He married Mary Quackenbos, and had four children, viz : 
Joseph, born August 13, 1792 ; Catherine, born Oct. 19, 
1794 ; Abigail, born April 4, 1796 ; Anna, born June 17, 1798. 

Note 101. — Joseph Greenleaf, the son of Thomas, (see last 
note,) resides in the city of New York. He married Emeline 
Matilda Riley, who died June 2, 1846. He had six children. 
(See Chart XXXIX.) His son Thomas married Eleanor Leal, 
of Delhi, Delaware county, N. Y., on Nov. 22, 1849, and has 
had two children : a daughter, born March 21, 1851, and died 
in infancy, and Catharine Nash, born July 21, 1852. Anna, 
the daughter of Joseph Greenleaf, married George W. Thorp, 
on Jan. 5, 1853. 
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Note 102. — The tradition in the family of Robert Green- 
leaf is, that he oame into New York as oabin-boy of a vessel, 
about the year 1750, being then not over 10 or 12 years of age. 
It is not now known whether he was from England direct, or 
from some Eastern State* He left the vessel and went into 
New Jersey, in the vicinity of Hackensaok, where he lived for 
several years with a farmer, and at length married Elizabeth 
Earl, of Secaugas, N. J., and had eight children. He died 
about the year 1812, and most of the families descending from 
him reside at New Durham, and other parts of Hudson coun- 
ty, and some few at South Amboy. (See Chart XLI ) 
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NOTE. 



The question may arise in the minds of some, whether there are or 
are not any armorial bearings belonging to the Greenleaf family. This 
subject has not been investigated very minutely, as the writer feels but 
little interest in it, believing, as he does, that these devices are very 
often manufactured '* to order" by dealers in Heraldry, merely perhaps 
to secure the job of cutting a seal, or painting a picture ; and even if 
the thing were real, and the honors of knighthood had been granted to 
some remote ancestor, we plain republicans might about as well throw it 
off. It should also be recollected that the Greenleaf family do not trace 
their pedigree up to the Norman Conquest, nor yet to the time of the 
Crusades, as do very many families of English origin ; but their descent 
is undoubtedly to be traced from the Huguenots who when persecuted 
for their religion fled from France, somewhere from the middle to the 
close of the sixteenth century. The name of Greenleaf was found in 
England in 1590, at which time a case is reported between Thomas 
Greenleaf and Joseph Barker, as having been tried at Canterbury. 
See Coke's Elizabeth, of her 3 2d year, page 193. In the index the 
name is spelt ** Greenlife." 

The only book of Heraldry known to contain the name of Greenleaf 
(spelt with an e final) is ** Robson's British Herald," where it is stated 
that the arms are the same with those of the family of Green^awc?, and 
are thus emblazoned : '' He beareth argent,^three saltiers, vert ; crest, a 
dexter arm, couped, and embowed, holding a bomb, fired, proper." 
The name Qreenlees or GreenZy has also been referred to by Heralds, 
as being originally the same, and the device is that of a Fleur de lis, 
vert, between three mullets. The Hon. William Greenleaf, once of 
Boston, and then of New Bedford, being in London about the year 
1760, obtained from an office of Heraldry a device said to be the arms 
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of the family, which he had painted, and the painting is now in the 
possession of his granddaughter, Mrs. Ritchie, of Roxbury, Mass. The 
field is white, (argent,) bearing a chevron between three leaves, (vert.) 
The crest is a dove standing on a wreath of green and white, holding 
in its OQOuth three green leaves. The helmet is that of a warrior, (visor 
down ;) a garter below, but no motto. This, or something like it, has 
been adopted by several branches of the family. 



CORRECTION.
